One of the generation’s most tactful 
and skillful of personal work- 
ers went to be with the Lord 

Soul-winning guring the past year. We 
refer to Dr. Howard A. Kelly, 

world-renowned scientist—a man of great 

knowledge and of simple faith. 

Miss Audrey Davis, who was his sec- 
retary for twenty years, has written con- 
cerning him in Young People’s Paper, a 
periodical of the American Sunday School 
Union. From that article we should like 
to quote these paragraphs which have to 
do with his soul-winning methods. There 
is instruction and inspiration for all of 
us here. 

“A little question mark pin always 
worn on Dr. Kelly’s left coat lapel was 
the opening wedge to many a talk on 
Christian faith. He waited only for a 
query to respond that it stood for the 
greatest question ever put, ‘What think 
ye of Christ?’ He never allowed himself 
to be drawn into needless controversy 
over Jonah or the miracles or the virgin 
birth, but like a lodestar held the ques- 
tioner to a clear decision: ‘Decide first 
what you think of Christ—whose Son is 
He—and all other questions will be set- 
tled naturally and easily.’ The rose in 
his buttonhole was another valued ap- 
proach to a testimony. Whenever one 
would exclaim on its beauty or fresh- 
ness, he would always say, ‘It is a Chris- 
tian rose, because it has hidden sources 
of life and grace,’ as he turned over his 
lapel to reveal a small tube of water into 
which the stem was inserted. 

“He was only eleven when he first be- 
gan to carry a New Testament or a 
Scripture portion in his pocket and from 
then on he was never without one or 
the other. Latterly, he usually carried 
copies of the Gospel of John and small 
blue pencils. He would say, ‘This Gospel 
is just my card. Take it and begin to 
study it by underscoring the word love 
with this blue pencil every time it occurs 
in this portion.’ He had given these to 
so many taxi drivers in the city, with the 
fare and a liberal tip, that recently he 
could seldom come upon one who had not 
previously driven him. Now and then a 
driver would say, ‘I am a Christian now, 
Doctor.’ 

“Let not anyone think that Dr. Kelly 
forced these discussions upon friends or 
patients or inquirers. He was merely ‘in- 
stant in season, out of season.’” 
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This is one of the most quoted sayings 
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of Christ. Parallelisms have been drawn 
between the realm of light and the realm 
“Let of Christian witness. 
Your How swift is light? With 
the exception of thought, it 
Light , is the speediest thing we 
So Shine know, traveling at the rate 
of 186,000 plus miles per second. “Let 
your light so shine.” Swiftly your witness 
for Christ will go as you consent to its 
going. 

How pervasive is light! It doesn’t ad- 
vertise its approach. It merely pushes 
out the darkness by revealing its pres- 
ence. 

A war correspondent recently quoted 
an inscription he found on an old tomb- 
stone. “There is not enough darkness in 
all the world to put out the light of one 
small candle.” 

What a blessed thought for Christians 
who must live in an age of darkness! 
The darkness cannot guench the light, 
nor defeat the light. There is a sense in 
which darknes$ only furnishes a back- 
ground and occasion for light. There is 
nothing which looks so feeble as a lamp 
burning in broad daylight. 

Daylight is coming. If darkness is here, 
then this is your chance to shine.

What kind of a government can assure 
peace? This is question number one with 
millions in every land. Democracy can 

do it, say some: But others 
Government respond by asking for a defi- 
and nition of democracy. 
Peace A news letter service, read 

by many business men, re- 
cently said, “We fought our last war ‘to 
make the world safe for democracy.’ It 
has been the very weaknesses of the de- 
mocracies and their liberal governments 
that has made the world unsafe for de- 
mocracy.” And the writer further de- 
clared (Bernstein-Macauley, Inc., N.Y.), 
“During the next ten years the war to 
make the world safe for democracy is not 
going to be fought in Africa or India or 
Japan or Italy, or even in Germany—it 
is going to be fought right here in the 
United States.” 

What a testing time for governments 
has been the past quarter century! Al- 
most every nation on earth has had some 
kind of upheaval, revolution or reforma- 
tion. “Democracy” has been the word 
which has summed up the dreams of a 
modern world. But, of course, the word 
conveys different meanings to different 
groups. Obviously, “democracy” doesn’t 
have the same content in England, Rus- 
sia, and America. 
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How much the world’s statesmen could 
learn if they would give attention to what 
the Bible has to say along this line. 

What kind of a government can assure 
peace? A righteous government is the 
answer—the only answer. 

When the prophet of God foretold the 
coming of Christ, he said, “Of the in- 
crease of his government and peace there 
shall be no end” (Isa. 9:7). What kind 
of a government ‘is His? The same 
prophet answers that when in speaking 
of this same Christ and of a day yet 
ahead he said, “A king shall reign in 
righteousness” (Isa. 32:1), and in fur- 
ther working out of this scheme he says: 
“And the work of righteousness shall be 
peace; and the effect of righteousness 
quietness and assurance for ever. And 
my people shall dwell in a peaceable 
habitation, and in sure dwellings, and 
in quiet resting places” (Isa. 32:17, 18). 

Isn’t there back in the heart of man 
the intuitive feeling God has a man who 
can govern in righteousness? We wonder 
if this doesn’t explain the rise of dic- 
tators. Men see general human weakness 
and see the corruption of those in power 
and hope for one righteous man—a su- 
perman—who can bring order out of 
chaos. 

Well, God has such a man for the 
world. When He comes He will establish 
a righteous government, and there will 
be peace. 

While we wait for that day we must 
recognize that no nation (or individual) 
can ignore or deny Christ and long know 
either righteousness or peace. 
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This phrase, “Now. more than ever,” 
is the pet of a score of radio advertisers 
and announcers. They are trying to give 

the impression that while 
Now More their product was always 
Than needed, in the light of scar- 
Ever cities and rationed supplies, 

you need what they have to 
offer “now more than ever.” You have 
often noticed this phrase on commercial 
radio programs and news broadcasts. 

However that may be concerning these 
ordinary things of life, it is entirely true 
of things spiritual. If the exhortations 
of the Christian life meant anything to 
us in other days, they should attract and 
direct us now more than ever. 

How similar this is to the word of the 
Spirit in the Hebrews epistle: “Let us 
hold fast the profession of our faith 
without wavering (for he is faithful that 
promised); and let us consider one an- 
other to provoke unto love and to good

Ten Years—an Editorial

The editor ventures to do an unusual 
thing. He would like to depart from the 
editorial “we,” and express himself in 
an entirely personal way. 

The first of November, I begin my 
tenth year with the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute and the Moopy MonrtTHLY. I am not 
at all interested in having any kind of 
recognition, either at the beginning or 
the close of this tenth year. I do not 
want for myself any speeches, engrossed 
resolutions, gifts, or surprise parties! 
And I mean just that. 

God has given the Institute some fruit- 
ful years—probably not better than pre- 
vious years—I hope no worse. If there 
have been victories they came from 
God, and to His name we ascribe the 
glory. 

But, I would like to ask in this personal 
way your help in making this tenth year 
the best of all. Whatever your measure 
of interest in the Moody Bible Institute, 
or any of its departments, or whatever 
your other responsibilities in the realm 
of Christian work, surely there is some 
extra thing you can do this year to give 
me a lift in making the year unusually 
fruitful. 

The basis of this particular appeal is 
the tenth anniversary, but the desperate 
need of the world is an even deeper rea- 
son for making the appeal. It happens 
that a Christian policeman from an- 
other city has just left my office. I feel 
I must share with you one thing he said. 
Commenting on existent evils, he added, 
“Conditions are bad enough, but I tell 
you they would be much worse with- 
out the work of the Moody Bible In- 
stitute.” 

Never forget that far more significant 
than peace conferences and postwar 
plans, and attempted moral reform, is 
the sending forth of a stream of conse- 
crated youth, to carry the gospel to the 
needy corners of our own land, and to the 
ends of the earth. 

Out of these nine years of service with 
the Institute, the writer would like to 
make two or three observations. We 
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four. If I had no other reason (but there 
are many) that would give me a never- 
ending appreciation for the Guild. 

Other rich blessings which have been 
theirs make me recommend that it be 
impressed upon the mind of every mar- 
ried student that his wife and children 
will reap rich blessings if they will at- 
tend. 

I graduated in April, 1941, but I did 
not sail for Africa until December, 1942, 
arriving at the mission station March, 
1943. The Lord had a purpose in this de- 
lay, and even though humanly speaking 
it was disappointing, we have much to 
praise Him for because of this experience. 

On the first Sunday afternoon at the 
station, I went to visit the native pastor 
of the church in this village. I was wear- 
ing the palm beach suit you sent to the 


think it of the greatest importance that 
the Moody Bible Institute hold to the 
exact doctrinal statement which has been 
its standard for many years.

How Does a Revival Begin’ 


By REV. ARMIN R. GESSWEIN, D.D. 


By much use and abuse the term re- 
vival has become quite blurred. Before 
speaking of how to begin a revival, we 
must get a clear heart-burning vision 0: 
how a revival begins. It is the old prin- 
ciple that before God calls us to do His 
works He first shows us how He works. 
“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish” (scatter, disintegrate) (Prov. 
29:18). 

Much of the confusion concerning re- 
vival comes from the fact that we do not 
view the matter from the same point. 
The majority of Christians speak of a 
revival from the point at which it breaks 
forth upon the public and reaches many 
for Christ. And speaking of that they 
call it “the revival,” or “when we had 
the revival,” or “when the revival came.” 
Yet these same Christians could not give 
a clear answer to what a revival is, or 
how to have a revival. Why? Because 
they did not go back to where it began. 
And although they rejoiced in its re- 
freshing, they did not bring it. 


, IS ONLY ONE PLACE to 
really learn God’s secrets, and that is in 
the secret place. Back in that hidden 
place, the place of beginnings, we learn 


two simple things about revival which 
the Church is fast forgetting, nor scarce- 
ly ever begetting. 

The first thing we discover there is 
almost revolutionary: We thought of re- 
vival as beginning with the masses, but 
now we learn that it does not start on 
the streets with the masses at all, nor 
even with a mass of Christians! Not even 
with the majority of Christians in a 
community or communion! Not even with 
the minority! Not even with the few, so 
far as we can see! But usually with one! 

Up yonder, on some distant height, 
alone with God, pleading, burdened, in- 
terceding, is found one—and so often only 
one—of a race of eagle-saints now al- 
most extinct, the intercessors. There he 
goes and watches and waits before God 
by the hour for a needy Church and a 
lost world. There he kneels, like Jesus in 
the garden, weighed down with the 
Spirit’s own prayer. Unmixed by sec- 
tarianism, strife, confusion, sensational- 
ism, the propagandizing of the Church, 
the mechanics of the ministry, his burden 
is pure. There he has an _ unblurred 
vision of the living God and a clear grasp 
of His unchanging promises. There, in 
the kind of prayer that brings him as 
near as he can get to God; there, in his 
burdened heart is born “the revival!” 
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There, “not by might, nor by power, but 
by my spirit, saith the Lord” (Zech. 4:6). 

A missionary, traveling through a cer- 
tain section of India, heard of a mighty 
revival in another part of that land, a 
revival which resulted in thousands 
being born of the Spirit. He was so 
moved by the report that he was led to 
visit the revival and see for himself. He 
knew something of the way of revival, 
and had long ago come to the conclusion 
that a revival always starts in the heart 
of some one praying Christian. He asked 
God to show him whether that was true 
in this case, and it did not take long to 
confirm his conviction. There, in long 
lonely vigils, was one keeping watch over 
God’s flock by prayer. It was none other 
than John Hyde, known as “Praying 
Hyde.” Think of the multitudes who were 
won to Christ because of that one man! 
Think of the many who really got a 
new vision of prayer and revival through 
that one man! 
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It was the same story in the recent 
revivals in Norway, where literally thou- 
sands turned to Christ for salvation. 
What visitations of God! What times of 
refreshing from His face! What days of 
heaven on earth! And I believe God has 
something to say to the whole Church 
of Christ through His Church in Nor- 
way, where the revival was so powerful 
before the war, and where even more 
revival is experienced since the Nazi 
invasion. 

I have recently noticed in God’s Word 
that when the Lord speaks of intercession 
He does not do so in terms of the many; 
nor even of the few. It is more often in 
terms of the one. “And he saw that there 
was no man, and wondered that there 
was no intercessor’ (Isa. 59:16). So far 
as we know there was only one in Elijah’s 
day, and there never have been many in 
any generation. 

In a way this is as encouraging as it 
is discouraging, for should the times, 


“the apostasy,” become so bad in your 
church or community that only one is 
left who can so pray, there is still hope 
for revival. One reason Finney enjoyed 
so much revival was that God raised un 


many intercessors in the land. Let us — 


again do what they in divine wisdom 
did then: pray for prayer and inter- 
cessors. “The effectual fervent prayer of 
a righteous man [even one] availeth 
much” (James 5:16). 

To sum up this point: Revival does not 
wait for hundreds or thousands to raise 
their hands, or sign cards promising to 
pray every day for revival. It waits for 
the intercessor. It is not bulk God wants 
but burden! Not length in prayer, but 
depth! 


: SECOND DISCOVERY WE 
MAKE in that secret place is like unto the 
first. Revival does not begin with the 
most needy Christians, or Christian, in 
the congregation, nor even with the aver- 
age good member who goes to the praye) 
meeting, nor even with the better class 
of praying members, but with the best! 

We often hear sayings like these: “Oh. 
that church—it surely needs a revival”; 
“She, yes I guess so... she surely needs 
to be revived.” Have you found yourself 
speaking thus? 

More than once have we heard expres- 
sions similar to this: “If God would only 
do something mighty; if only He would 
save the worst sinner in town, we would 
have a revival.” Not so. Though that 
would surely help the revival, it would 
only be because revival was already 
there. 

According to the Bible, God does not 
begin revival with the worst sinner, but 
with the best saint in town. “Every 
branch that [already] beareth fruit, he 
purgeth it that it may bring forth more 
fruit”: (John 15:2). 

Therefore, let us with tender hearts 
exhort one another not to be alarmed 
or disturbed if the best praying Chris- 
tians we know are burdened more heavily 
and pray more fervently and frequently 
for genuine revival and the promised out- 
pouring of God’s Holy Spirit. “Let us 
rather praise God for this, and be 
alarmed if the best saints are not bur- 
dened more. The best praying Christians 
are our best barometer in this matter of 
revival! 


I THE MINISTER IS THE BEST 
MEMBER Of the church, where could re- 
vival better be born than in his own 
burdened, praying heart? 

If every servant of Christ who reads 
these lines and longs for revival in his 
church and community will lay aside ail 
else one night each week and wait on 
the Lord about it (perhaps also with 
such brethren or members who are like- 
minded) he will soon hear from heaven. 
Andrew Murray did it: he spent hours 
each Friday night in prayer for revival, 
and soon God poured out His Spirit 
powerfully over his people. Oswald Smith 
proved God in this kind of prayer and 
tells about it in one of the best little 
volumes of its kind we know, The Re-

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N THE MINDS of some people the 
word evangelism is not understood 
in the light of the New Testament 
and in their own relationship to 

Jesus Christ. For this lack of under- 
standing the very word is shied at and 
frankly abused. I feel, therefore, that I 
should try to define New Testament 
evangelism and what it should mean to 
the whole Church of God, and what it 
does really mean to those who are born 
again. 

There is only one “ism” in the New 
Testament, and that is evangelism. Re- 
member, Jesus said, “The Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that which 
was lost” (Luke 19:10). Then, day by 
day He showed His disciples how to 
save. 

Jesus had two ways of catching fish. He 
used a hook when He wanted tribute 
money, and a net when He wanted a 
boatful. Fish were caught and landed 
on both occasions. And so, in dealing 
with men, some of the most wonderful 
things Jesus ever uttered were said to 
one person, and yet He dealt with the 
masses. 

Personal evangelism is wonderfully 
effective and worthwhile. Thousands have 
been won for Christ by personal dealing. 
To lead one soul to Christ by personal 
testimony is a great triumph; first, to 
the person who is led into the light, and 
second, to the person who enjoys the 
thrill of seeing the light of pardon break 
on a human face. 


be FURTHER DEFINED EVAN- 
GELISM when He commissioned His dis- 
ciples to preach the gospel to every 
creature, to make disciples, to teach them 
what He had taught His own, and that 
He was with them in it all to the end of 
time. But He said they should tarry at 
Jerusalem until they received the promise 
of the Father. By which He meant, what 
He said in another place, “Ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth” (Acts 
1:8). The disciples themselves didn’t 
understand this. “I have yet many things 
to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them 
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now.” This was said just before He left 
them; however, He promised the full 
equipment for evangelizing in the same 
interview when He said, “Howbeit when 
he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will 
guide you into all truth: for he shall 
not speak of himself; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak: and 
he will show you things to come. He 
shall glorify me: for he shall receive of 
mine, and shall show it unto you” (John 
16:12-14). 

In those days spent in the upper room 
at Jerusalem between the resurrection 
and the day of Pentecost, the .disciples 
had time to remember all that Jesus had 
said to them. They had time to pray. 
They had time to realize the smallness 
of their former hearing of Jesus’ promises 
to them. So, when Pentecost did come, 
they were ready to receive the power that 
came upon them. And after that they 
were never again mediocre men, but 
dared all things to preach the gospel. 

Furthermore, it was not only the twelve 
disciples of Jesus who were filled with 
the Holy Ghost, but all the believers like- 
wise found themselves speaking the Word 
with boldness; that is, they told of their 
new experience of saving grace. They 
simply told out what they knew, the 
power of Christ in their own lives. And 
when the multitude heard it and were 
pricked in their hearts, they cried out, 
“Men and brethren, what shall we do?” 
Peter declared, “Repent, and be baptized 
every one of you in the name of Jesus 
Christ for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
For the promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar off, 
even as many as the Lord our God shall 
call.” This witness didn’t stop there, 
“And they, continuing daily with one 
accord in the temple. and breaking bread

from house to house, did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of heart. 

. And the Lord added to the church 
daily such as should be saved” (Acts 
2:37-39, 46, 47). 

This is the normal, sublime condition 
of what Jesus Christ would have His 
Church to be. And when the Church is 
what He would have her be, she is the 
living embodiment of New Testament 
evangelism. If the Church were function- 
ing as she should there would be no 
criticism in it against evangelism. The 
criticism would all be outside where one 
expects the enemy to show himself. 
Every church member would be an 
evangelist. 

Today we find among some church 
members, however, the same limitation 
of understanding that was found among 
the disciples before Pentecost, and for the 
same reason. There has been no Pentecost 
in the lives of those church members. 
They do not have the Holy Ghost to 
interpret. They only have the knowledge 
of man which makes them criticize. “No 
man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost” (I Cor. 12:3). The 
natural man understandeth not the 
things of God and therefore will set up 
any excuse and any criticism to justify 
himself and establish his own righteous- 
ness when he will not submit to the 
righteousness which is of God. Pride 
refuses to acknowledge sin, and refuses 
to accept Jesus Christ as the end of the 
law for righteousness for everyone that 
believeth. 


ides THE EIGHTEENTH CEN- 
tury the world in general, and England 
in particular, was in a state of anarchy 
against God and the Church. The Church 
at that time was spiritually dead, living 
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on form and ceremony, having no king- 
dom of righteousness and peace and joy 
in the Holy Ghost. The masses of the 
people were utterly godless. Gambling, 
debauchery, and all kinds of. iniquity 
were rife in the world. 

Then God sent His Holy Spirit down 
upon two Oxford scholars, who were two 
of the most religious and cultured young 
men in England, not only being clergy- 
men of the Church of England, but sons 
of a clergyman, born in the rectory of 
Epworth in Lincolnshire—John and 
Charles Wesley. Charles was the first to 
be converted, on Whitsuntide in 1738. 
He commemorated his experience with 
the following two verses which start a 


long hymn: 


“Where shali my wondering soul begin, 
How shall I all to heaven aspire? 
A slave redeemed from death and sin, 

A brand plucked from eternal fire; 
How shall I equal triumphs raise, 
Or sing my great Deliverer’s praise? 


“Oh, how shall I the goodness tell, 
Father, which Thou to me hast 
showed? 
That I, a child of wrath and hell, 
I should be called a child of God; 
Should know, should feel, my sins for- 
given, 
Blest with this antepast of heaven!” 


Later Charles Wesley wrote the following 
verse, which shows the growing passion 
of the soul born again for his fellows: 


“Oh, let Thy love my heart constrain! 
Thy love for every sinner free, 
That every fallen soul of man 
May taste the grace that found out 
me; 
That all mankind with me may prove 
Thy sovereign, everlasting love.” 


The following Wednesday his brother 
John was converted. He had spent hours 
reading his Bible, praying and preaching 
the gospel. In his own journal he wrote: 

“After spending nearly two and a half 
vears in America as a missionary trying 
to convert the heathen (the Indians), 
what do I find? I find in trying to con- 
vert others I am not converted myself. 
I know what I am talking about. I am 
perfectly sane. I am stating this for 
the sake of those who are in a like con- 
dition as myself.” 

Then, those of you who have read his 
history will remember, in that upper 
room at Aldersgate Street, while a lay- 
man was talking about the goodness of 
God, John Wesley felt his own heart 
strangely warmed. He believed to the 
saving of his own soul, and he im- 
mediately began to pray for his enemies. 

Wherever he went to preach in the 
state churches of England, he preached 
his new doctrine that Jesus was able to 
save to the uttermost all who would re- 
pent and believe and would receive the 
witness of the Spirit that they were born 
of God. The clergymen of the Church of 
England were up in arms. This was some- 
thing they had never heard, and didn’t 
believe. He was at once a schismatic and 
barred from preaching in the churches. 
Thus Methodism was born. And Lecky, 
the great historian, declared that the 
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Wesleys’ revival saved England from an- 
other French Revolution. 


es SAME EVANGELISM THAT 
THE WESLEYS PREACHED was the evangel- 
ism the great Charles G. Finney 
preached, and thousands were turned to 
God; the same evangelism that beloved 
Moody declared. He put one hand on 
America and the other hand on Britain, 
and both countries rocked and shook 
closer to God. It is the same evangelism 
that the saintly Wilbur Chapman 
preached. And the same gospel must be 
delivered from the pulpits today. Nothing 
else in the world is going to save men 
from sin and bring the people into con- 
scious fellowship with God, and give 
assurance of sins forgiven. 

This was the gospel I tried to preach 
to the boys in France and Flanders for 
three and a half years during the first 
World War in dugouts, trenches, hos- 
pitals, cellars, and in the Y.M.C.A. huts 
—wherever I could find the boys. And 
they never failed to respond. They were 
ready. to listen, and not only listened, 
but accepted Christ as their personal 
Saviour by the thousands. Thousands 
were found with their pale, unseeing 
faces turned to the cold moon. And in 
their pockets were found decision cards 
which they had signed giving their hearts 
to Jesus Christ. This made a deep im- 
pression upon their comrades who found 
them. It sobered hearts that were thus 
thrown against the reality of the only 
thing in life that matters. 

When armistice was declared, thou- 
sands of boys returned to England, 
steadied and deeply impressed. These 
boys were ready to be taken to church 
to thank God for their deliverance, and 
ready to rededicate their lives to serve 
Him. 

Instead, those they found at home 
swirled the boys off to the maddening 
whirl of the world’s glitter. They mis- 
understood the boy’s somber mood. They 
thought the boys wanted to drown their 
awful memories in what the world had 
to offer. 

Oh, the tragedy of that great misun- 
derstanding! As a result, the boys were 
stunned and disgusted. They felt that 
the great sacrifice of their comrades had 
been betrayed by flippant people. They 
felt that they themselves had gone 
through all that holocaust in vain. They, 
in fact, turned their backs upon the 
church which would allow the people at 
home to be in such a shallow frame of 
mind and heart. And the greatest op- 
portunity of hundreds of years to turn a 
whole nation to the Cross was lost for 
want of understanding and reality. If 
the church members had been living 
close to Christ themselves, they would 
have imbibed His passion and would have 
sought in the first place to do as Jesus 
said on one occasion to His disciples, 
“Bring them to me.” 


Wwe HAPPENED IN ENGLAND 
at the close of the last World War will 
certainly happen again there and in 
America, unless the church members of

HE most celebrated voyages of all 
time are undoubtedly those of Noah, 
Jonah, and the apostle Paul. That of 
Noah has survived in many primi- 
Ss tive traditions the deluge of after 

events, quite apart from the biblical 

record. More people know that a big 
fish rescued the disobedient missionary, 
who nonchalantly laid down the passage 
money on the pier at Joppa, than know 
about Magellan’s circumnavigation of 
the globe. And, thanks to the ageless 
currency of the divine Scriptures, more 
men of more races—Papuans, Karens, 
and Koreans—know the name of the 
ship in which Paul completed his voyage 
to Rome than know the names of the 
ships in which Columbus discovered 
the New World. 

Despite the foundering of the ship, that 
voyage of the apostle is certainly an 
example of a fearful storm gloriously 
outridden. It is exactly the kind of Bible 
reference (Acts 27) one could shout 
through hollowed hands as a last en- 
couragement to a missionary setting out 
for Africa or South America through 
submarine-infested seas. It is a Scrip- 
ture that pictures exactly the perils en- 
veloping mankind and the opportunities 
confronting the Christian Church in 
the present crisis. 

The imprisonment at Caesarea must 
have been a severe strain on the patience 
of the flaming apostle, and it is likely 
that the announcement of the impending 
voyage to Rome and the court of Caesar 
could only have brought a glad excite- 
ment to the prisoner of Jesus Christ, 
being now also “such an one as Paul 
the aged.” 

The first day’s run to Sidon seems to 
have been about the only good day’s 
progress on the whole voyage. As soon 
as Lebanon and the Holy Land were out 
of sight, contrary winds forced their 
sailing, as by stealth, “under the lee of 
Cyprus.” And when ships had been 
changed at Myra, the toughness of the 
going was only accentuated. After sailing 
slowly many days and with difficulty, 
and having come to the point where the 
wind was not suffering them, they again 
had recourse to the stealth of an “under 
the lee” approach, and so came with 
more difficulty to Fair Havens on the 
island of Crete. 


a IS AT THIS POINT that Paul 
first expressed himself on the course 
that should be adopted. And when he 
advised wintering in an uncommodious 
port rather than forfeiting safety, it is 
no great wonder that the centurion, 
whose knowledge of God might still have 
been rather meager, listened rather to 
the owner and the master. After all, 
what could a missionary know but the 
subject of his own fanaticism. 

And yet Paul may not have been al- 
together effectively silenced. Even when 
the south wind blew softly and their 
desire seemed sure of realization, these 
experts kept close in shore, as if con- 
fessing that if a man of God must be

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crossed it must be not too flagrantly, 
not too dangerously. But this cautious 
disobedience with all its hedging turned 
out to be as disastrous as the most reck- 
less willfulness. What seemed as facile 
and momentary as stealing a base was 
suddenly transformed by a descent of 
the Euraquilo into a sustained and ac- 
centuating agony that lasted right down 
to the end of the second week, when 
the two hundred three score and sixteen 
souls, long since self-abandoned to the 
result of their own folly and now stripped 
of well-nigh everything but their bodies, 
were washed up on the beach of an un- 
known shore. 

Paul steps boldly forth into the role 
of leader in the course of these two des- 
perate weeks. And yet for the greater 
duration, while energy, determination, 
and seamanship combined their utmost 
to withhold the price of folly and sin, 
and even long afterward, indeed until the 
whole company acknowledged themselves 
dead men, he kept perfectly mum. While, 
with extreme difficulty, the boat was 
secured and hoisted; while undergirding 
with helps was being attempted and 
actually effected, and while every ac- 
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commodation of the gear to a successful 
rounding of the dread Syrtis was being 
made; even on the next day, when the 
freight was being discharged into the 
deep, and the next, when the very tack- 
ling was deliberately and suicidally (for 
what is a ship without gear?) tossed 
overboard, the apostle uttered not a 
word. It was not only until the ship’s 
company had quit doing things for their 
own salvation, but even until—after 
many days of neither sun nor stars— 
“all hope that we should be saved was 
now taken away,” that Paul withheld 
all mention of any good news. 

We observe carefully the order of his 
words. 


F IRST, THERE WAS A REBUKE: 
“You should have listened unto me.” Not 
that Paul bewailed the comfort he had 
personally forfeited, nor even that he 
somehow enjoyed “rubbing it in.” But 
when this distasteful and bitter declar- 
ation had been made and acknowledged, 
how brightly does not the apostle declare 
the gospel! It was that they should all 
be of good cheer, for not a single life 


would be lost. It had pleased the God 
to whom Paul belonged and whom he 
served to make known by His angel the 
preceding night that Paul should verily 
stand before Caesar and not a passenger 
would perish. And, like the Virgin at 
the annunciation, the apostle believed 
“God, that it shall be even as it hath 
been spoken unto me.” 

The gospel is hard to believe in a real 
tempest. The dull and insensate crew 
continued for days to be in physical and 
spiritual blackness. Then on the four- 
teenth day, while being driven along any- 
body’s course in the sea of Adria, the 
sailors suddenly by some sixth sense of 
situation stirred sufficiently to take some 
soundings; first twenty fathoms, then 
fifteen. 

These sailors had some sense. They at 
least knew when to put on the brakes, 
and they did, letting go all four anchors 
and doing what Luke so felicitously and 
pregnantly describes as “wishing for 
the day.” 

Paul again steps out, now in a situation 
of vast excitement, and reveals that 
profound knowledge of men which was 
his. Selfish enough to make off with 
the only small boat on deck and yet 
crooked enough to pretend utter loyalty 
to what they deemed a doomed cause, 
the sailors were sneaking away under 
show of service to the public weal— 
something about laying out anchors from 
the foreship. Paul goes straight to the 
centurion, demands pre-emptorily that 
such private action be stopped for the 
good of all concerned, and is now listened 
to, with the result that the ropes were 
summarily cut! 

That was merely “preventive”—of evil. 
Now for something positive. 

For fourteen days no one had tasted 
food. Now land was all but in sight, and 
whereas all the exertions of the preceding 
two weeks had been worse than useless, 
in a few hours the promised escape would 
have been made, when, availing them- 
selves of God-ordained means, the whole 
company of 276 souls would be saved. 
They needed nourishment, and continued 
fasting and mortification was plain silly. 
Taking first a morsel by way of an ob- 
ject lesson, Paul urges all on board to do 
likewise. How thrilling must have been 
the teaching and the companionship of 
the great Paul! And everybody learned, 
and ate until they had had enough. 

The shore, though quite unknown, pre- 
sented to seasoned eyes what still looked 
like a chance to escape abandonment of 
the ship. Counsels were matched, every- 
thing was ruthlessly streamlined, and in 
one heroic exertion with “all that they 
were good for” they made for the beach 
and—got stuck in the wrong place! 

The seas still running high, the ship 
couldn’t stay both stuck and undamaged. 
Immediately that disastrous pounding 
began which made everybody glad enough 
to comply with the centurion’s order of 
“every man for himself.” 

And thank God that He moved the 
heart of the centurion out of considera- 
tion for the apostle rather to incur the 
hazard of runaway prisoners than to 
allow the summary emergency execution 
of all the charges, including Paul. 

We are in the midst of a voyage of 








which God’s Word says explicitly that 
it will end in a shipwreck. When man- 
kind turned up its nose at the alleged 
uncommodiousness of Fair Havens and 
thought it quite feasible in a soft 
south wind—especially by keeping “close 
in shore”’—to steal a base on God, an 
indreamed of Euraquilo swept down 
on us and carrying us far past our de- 
sired Phoenix has rocked the whole mun- 
dane order on a sea of such violence that 
I challenge anyone to declare on the 
mere basis of his wits what it can come 
to but destruction. : 

Far be it from me to assert that any 
particular war or even world war is sure 
to be humanity’s last desperate effort, 
the finis of the whole story. But where- 
as God has denied us the knowledge of 
exactly which storm will constitute the 
closing episode, it is clear on any candid 
reading of the Word of God that the end 
of this heaven and this earth must be a 
catastrophic one, and that it is only in 
a new heaven and a new earth wherein 
dwelleth righteousness that a happier 
order will be realized. 

And, I ask, is it not fairly apparent, 
quite apart from the revelation of God? 
Is it possible that these recurrent ty- 
phoons should not have told on the very 
structure of the old ship? When change 
and decay take their toll of everything 
else, should sinful humanity even in the 
whole alone escape? And is there not 
meteorologic—I could almost say seissmo- 
graphic—evidence that the tempests are 
not getting any gentler? 

If then each successive holocaust is to 
be shorn even of the fond glory of origi- 
nating a fresh, new, grand program, 
what is after all the prospect of finally

To fulfil His promises sure. 
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attaining our desired haven? And es- 
pecially if ever for today’s survival to- 
morrow’s navigation is to be jeopardized 
by the deliberate destruction of the 
tackling without which the future will 
pe forever crippled, what chance is there 
of ever bringing things to a better pass? 

I repeat that whether we view the sub- 
ject from the viewpoint of the Word of 
God, or that of the natural theology 
culled from the sordid pages of man’s 
diary, the end will certainly be a bad 
one. God can’t let things go on like this 
forever, and the change for the better 
certainly does not reside in man. 
Whether it be the present episode or not, 
some episode will be the last of this des- 
perate order, and the finis will be the 
scuttling of the whole works. The ship 
shall be lost. 

Has a Christian then no interest in the 
mundane order? Surely, but only with 
full recognition that it is only a mundane 
order doomed at last to shipwreck. So 
long as it pleases God to allow the old 
tub to float, he has even a stake in its 
seaworthiness and must in the very char- 
acter of a Christian seafarer tug at the 
ropes and work at the pumps. When 
Paul surmised that the sailors were 
abandoning the ship prematurely, he im- 
mediately advised the authorities of the 
desertion, and the ropes were cut in two. 
Until the ship goes down, count on a 
Christian to do all he can to save it, and 
in the faithful discharge of all the God- 
ordained mundane obligations, civic or 
otherwise, let it be known that a Chris- 
tian will not shirk his duty even when 
all others do. 

But is that all? No, thank God! 

Listen to Paul, to Daniel, to Christ, to 
the tenor and bearing of all Scripture! 

This whole mundane order lingers on 
only in order that from its masses may 
be saved unto the new order those who 
have been ordained unto eternal life. 
Souls will be saved, but tackling, furni- 
ture, baggage, and ship are a predeter- 
mined loss. 

Was Paul therefore the pessimist par 
excellence of the ship’s party? By no 
means. At the surreptitious abandon- 
ment of Fair Havens he was undoubtedly 
regarded as somewhat of a killjoy. As a 
realist with a sense of obligation he 
could not have escaped an unpopular 
role. But is it not clear that in the de- 
gree that wonted skills proved unavail- 
ing before the unprecedented violence of 
that “emergency” and in the degree that 
natural confidence waned, Paul distin- 
guished himself as the lone optimist, the 
one soul that had any cheer to offer or 
any constructive contribution to make? 

And reason there was indeed why Paul 
should have been both confident and 
cheerful. It was all arranged for his 
benefit! 

Let me not be misunderstood. Not 
even Paul was intrinsically worth a bit 
more than the vilest of that boatload, 
least so in his own estimation. What ele- 
vated Paul to such great pre-eminence 
was exclusively his commission as a 
preacher of the gospel, specifically, in 
this instance, his commission as the ves- 
sel whereby it pleased God to bestow on 
Italy the grace of a fuller ministry in the 
gospel than it had yet seen.

HE ONLY ULTIMATE SIGNIFI- 
cance of this second World War is in vir- 
tue of its bearing on the preaching of 
the gospel and the consequent extension 
of the kingdom. But is that not a rather 
heartless statement to make? Does it not 
imply that God is unfeeling in the pres- 
ence of the unutterable and even incon- 
ceivable tragedy of a whole world in 
convulsion, of a world in so desperate a 
shipwreck, that, to be silent for once on 
the really terrible aspects of man’s self- 
destruction, the very sea fowl, which could 
never have partaken of man’s sin, must 
nevertheless pay with their feathered 
lives for the folly of that sin as their 
coastal habitat has been to them inex- 
plicably invaded by the fatal oil of tor- 
pedoed tankers! And should God, who 
has declared that not even a falling 
sparrow escapes His notice, care nothing 
for the destruction of beings created in 
His own image? 

He does! But only an issue of this war 
favorable to the preaching of the gospel 
can promote the happiness of mankind, 
whom God would verily have to be saved. 
Any other issue merely substitutes for 
one kind of destruction some other kind, 
and whether mankind destroys itself at 
peace or at war, it perishes in either case. 
The ship is nothing. It is souls that 
count. And the only thing that.can save 
souls, says Paul, is “my gospel.” 

To revert to the narrative, let us ob- 
serve again what Paul did, and resolve to 
do as he did. 

He warned realistically and unpopular- 
ly against a course of action that would 
endanger the ship. 

When others were hopeless he stood up 
with a ringing, cheery message of salva- 
tion for all hands, but not finally for the 
ship. 

He did so by reference to a miracu- 
lously mediated promise by the God 
whose he was and whom he served. Cer- 
tainly in these critical times Christians 
should read again the name on their 
tags, and reinstate themselves in the 
service from which they were never ex- 
cused and which, if they proclaim it with 
more embarrassment of inconsistency 
than Paul, they do so at the peril of their 
souls. f 

When others were dull, Paul thanked 
God publicly. And he encouraged others 
to avail themselves of the means ordained 
for nourishment and strength, using them 
himself. 

When anyone tried to abandon the ship 
prematurely he said, No quitting ahead 
of time; no suicides; no selfishness! We 
stick together! 

And when the order was given to jump, 
Paul jumped too. 


P AUL WAS HEADED FOR ROME. 
Indeed, “it was determined that we should 
sail for Rome,” obviously by the Roman 
authorities, but may we not say pre- 


eminently by God? But not even the 
officers of the government could get him 
a boat immediately at this stage, al- 
though he was vested with a priority 
character—of a kind desirable only for 
its officiality and urgency. Did he chafe?

God, who at sundry times and in divers 
manners [or, as some translate, who little 
by little and in many different ways] 
spake in times past unto the fathers by 
the prophets, hath in these last days 
lor, at the end of these days] spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he hath ap- 
pointed heir of all things, by whom also 
he made the worlds; who .. . when he 
had by himself purged [made purification 
for] our sins, sat down on the right hand 
of the Majesty on high—Hebrews 1:1-3

and by the Hebrew prophets. It was 
not those prophets expressing their 
conception of God and truth. God 
was speaking. That’s the Old Testament. 

Then the time came when God spoke 
in full and final revelation in the person 
of His Son. He spoke literally Son- 
wise, through and by the Creator—Re- 
deemer Son—in His words and deeds, 
in His life and death, in His humiliation 
and glorification. That’s the New Testa- 
ment. 

The Old and New Testaments are 
closely connected. Remember Christ the 
Son of God endorsed and validated the 
Old Testament. 

“How shall we escape, if we neglect so 
great salvation; which at the first began 
to be spoken by the Lord, and was con- 
firmed unto us by them that heard him; 
God also bearing witness with them” 
(Heb. 2:3, 4, R.V.). God’s message, be- 
gun by the Lord Jesus and continued by 
Him through the inspired writings of 
the New Testament, is here summed up 
in one wonderful word—salvation. That 
salvation is so great that it could only 
be effected by the Son of God, and by 
His great sacrifice; and it is so great 
that it includes every spiritual blessing— 
beginning with the forgiveness of sins 
which God in His infinite grace has for 
all humanity for time and eternity, that 
is, for those who like a little child will 
humbly receive it, by faith. 

“See that ye refuse not him... that 
speaketh from heaven” (Heb. 12:25). 
Please note the present tense here. God 
from heaven speaks, is speaking, con- 
tinues to speak. In fact, God is speaking 
from cover to cover throughout the whole 
Bible, which thus becomes the living 
Word of God. The point in all these 
verses is, God “spoke” or “is speaking.” 

So I want to talk with you about the 
Bible for today—something about its 
distribution, especially in the armed 
forces, and then of the way it brings 
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4 
God’s living message to those who are 
reading it, and hearing Him speak. 


I THINK YOU WILL AGREE with 
me that the Bible is really a neglected 
Book. You will recall that this nation 
was founded on the Bible. Our founding 
fathers were “men of the Book.” Sub- 
stantially, everything we have worth 
fighting for is due, directly or indirectly, 
to that Book. 

But in recent years, how much atten- 
tion has been given to it? How many 
are reading it? That’s just what the 
American Bible Society wanted to find 
out. So they arranged for a regular 
Gallup poll last fall. Dr. Gallup reported 
that forty-one out of every one hundred 
adults interviewed—41 per cent—frankly 
admitted that they had not looked into 
their Bibles during the past year. Only 
10 per cent read it daily.

Dr. Gallup applied his “scientific 
sample” to the whole nation, which in- 
dicated that thirty-five million Ameri- 
cans neglected the Bible in 1940 and 
1941. Neglected God’s Word! If we don’t 
give God the chance to speak to us 
through His Word, He may have to use 
some other way to speak to us, perhaps 
by allowing us to pass through deep 
waters. 

This Gallup poll further indicated that 
only eight and a half million were read- 
ing their Bibles regularly, and of this 
number less than three million were men! 

How can we expect God to answer our 
prayer for victory if we are not also 
praying and seeking for moral and 
spiritual victory in our own personal 
lives? 

However, the trend is turning. Gallup 
reports that five adults in every one 
hundred—5 per cent—that is four million 
Americans, said they were reading the 
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Bible more often than they did before 
Pearl Harbor. 

Another survey was made last fall by 
a trade magazine, the Department Store 
Economist, to find out what the boys in 
the armed forces wanted most for gifts. 
It showed a very high desire for New 
Testaments and Bibles. Enterprising 
merchants everywhere rushed to put 
them in stock. Satan was surprised and 
the saints were shouting. They were 
praying for this! 


= 
iia THE NATIONAL MAGAZINES 
HAVE RESPONDED significantly to this 
awakened interest in the Bible and 
prayer. And one of the greatest, spon- 
sored a full-page display for arousing 
and deepening interest in the Book. It 
pictured three men adrift on a raft, with 
the text (in part): “A fighting man 
speaks from the floor of a storm-tossed 
raft, ‘Is there a Bible amongst us?’... 
On a burning African desert a voice reads 
quietly—and a thousand heads bow rev- 
erently.” 
Groups of Christians are getting the 
New Testament literally by the millions

into the hands of the boys in the armed 
forces, working through the chaplains 
and Christian leaders in service centers. 
The Moody Bible Institute has two teams 
in the field, carrying on evangelistic 
services in Army and Navy chapels and 
recreation halls, with great interest and 
blessing. Many thousands of special 
Gospels of John have been given to the 
boys. 

The Pocket Testament League has 
distributed hundreds of thousands. They 
have active field men holding meetings 
and dealing personally. They have just 
added a well-known evangelist. 

The American Bible Society has dis- 
tributed one and a half million New 
Testaments directly, and another million 
through the churches. They are not over- 
looking our enemy prisoners, either. The 
society also has arranged that hereafter 
every raft will be equipped with a New 
Testament in a special waterproof sack. 

The Gideons have gone into this work 
even more largely, and have distributed 
more than four million Testaments. They 
have actually ordered five million, and 
recently gave President Roosevelt the 
five millionth copy. 


Considering what other groups might 
also be doing, it may be safely estimated 
that more than six million Testaments 
have been supplied to our Army and 
Navy boys, increasing half a million a 
month. 

Are you among the millions of profess- 
ing Christian parents who have neglected 
God’s Word and have neglected to train 
your boys to read it? 

Well, now the call of war takes these 
boys away from our homes. And out 
there from the far-flung camps and ships 
and battlefields, facing the horrible 
hazards of war and the dangers of death. 
they cry out for the Word of God— 
the neglected Book. 

May God bring this nation—especially 
the folks back home—to true humility 
and repentance! 

Let me illustrate the attitude of our 
boys in the face of peril. Charles J. 
Pietsch tells of returning to Honolulu 
in a convoy that was attacked in the 
night. The next morning after the nerve- 
racking two-hour alert that goes with 
a submarine attack—though the sub’s 
torpedo once grazed the keel, fortunately 
it did little damage—Mr. Pietsch was 
called below to the sailors’ quarters to 
talk to the men. He found about four 
hundred sitting on the edges of their 
bunks which were five tiers high. 

Their spokesman said, “Our country 
has well provided for us, but no one 
has told us how to die, and many of us 
may never come back.” Mr. Pietsch gladly 
showed from the guide in the back of 
the Gideon Testament how their problem 
could be answered by the New Testa- 
ment. Many of the boys were led to accept 
Christ as their Saviour; others later on 
heard God speaking to them in the New 
Testament. 


, THE BIBLE IS MEETING 
THE NEEDS of hungry hearts which cannot 
be strengthened and satisfied with plati- 
tudes or poetry and pudding. 

The greatest human needs are for- 
giveness and new life—life eternal. The 
Bible has the answers. For example, it 
speaks of Christ having “once suffered 
for sins, the just for the unjust, that 
he might bring us to God”; of “redemp- 
tion through his blood, the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of his 
grace”; of God sending “his only be- 
gotten Son into the world, that we 
might live through him”; and of the 
Son, anticipating His death and resurrec- 
tion, saying, “Because I live, ye shall 
live also” (I Pet. 3:18; Eph. 1:7; I John 
4:9; John 14:19). 

Have you heard the story told by 
Sailor Jack Crow to one of our Gideons 
at Norfolk? He said: 

“My ship was torpedoed. Four other 
men and myself were on a small life raft 
out on the ocean for more than thirty- 
two hours. I had a Testament in my 
pocket, given to me by the Gideons. I 
had hardly read it; but I surely did read 
it on the raft, knowing I was unsaved 
and would be a lost sinner if death should 
overtake me. Three of the men made fun 
of me, but the other man said, ‘Read on, 
buddy. Read out loud so I can hear.’ I

AST month we published an article, 
released simultaneously in The 


i SEEMS TO Us there should be 
further consideration given to the great 
responsibilities which lie at the door of 
American Christians in this critical hour. 
Christians in this country need to take 
seriously the obligation upon them to 
maintain and proclaim the gospel in its 
entirety and simplicity to the ends of 
the earth, in spite of war. It is not for 
Christians to sit idly by and wait for 
the war to end before they give them- 
selves to the ministry of intercession 
and witness. 

Too often, even those who pride 
themselves on their orthodoxy, make 
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their Christian service a matter of to- 
morrow. They are ready to pray for 
revival in some dim and distant day, 
and to ask God for a return of evan- 
gelism and for reopened mission fields 
when peace is here, but Christians should 
feel the pressure of today, should rec- 
ognize that the need was never greater 
and that the world’s sin-sickness is not 
only chronic but acute. As far as pos- 
sible the mission fields must be entered 
today, and by every possible way in the 
homeland the gospel in its purity and 
power must be proclaimed now. 

Our natural inclination would be at 
this point to interject a plea for greater 
unity among fundamentalists, but we are 
not sure that such a plea would have 
value, and we are quite sure it would 
not be heeded. All honor to men, and 
women, too, who have had the courage 
of their convictions, and without regard 
to the personal sacrifice involved have 
declared themselves for purity of doc- 
trine, even to the extent of cutting 
themselves off from long associations and 
forfeiting old friendships. 

We honor them, and we hope they 
will have respect for those who, while 
holding to the same faith, have not felt 


led to follow the same path. Revival is 
undoubtedly a unifying thing, and if it 
ever comes, some folks will be kissing 
brethren they are now kicking. 


‘co FACT IS, WE HAVE BEEN 
GIVEN A JOB TO DO. Multitudes are in the 
last stages of sin-sickness, and instead of 
running for the physician some of us are 
sitting on the doorstep disputing about 
the various systems of medicine. God 
pity us and save the victims of our folly, 
or God pity them and save us! 

This is not written to give any degree 
of comfort to the modernist. We be- 
lieve that all of the confusion in the 
world today, even the war itself, can be 
laid at the door of Modernism. Unbelief 
is the root of all sin, whether it is the 
gutter style of unbelief, or that which 
is expressed in the easy diction that 
flows from the lips of some popular 
pulpiteer. What a day of reckoning is 
ahead for these blind leaders of the 
blind! 

Nor is there anything in this to give 
comfort to the middle-of-the-roader, who 
prides himself he has friends in both 
places. Many of these are just plain re- 
ligious politicians. Some for purse, or 
praise, have sold out. They pride them- 
selves they are above the “bickering” 
fundamentalists. They are not above 
anything. They think they are taking a

broad view of things. Well, the view 
is about as broad as one obtained from 
the top of an anthill. There are moun- 
tains of conviction and decision and 
reality, but they have never climbed 
them. Besides, not all fundamentalists 
are bickerers, by any means. 


— ARE PECULIAR RESPONSI- 
BILITIES, Which are themselves opportu- 
nities, thrust upon the churches out of 
the conditions that go with war. The 
churches in the area of war industries 
should give serious thought to present 
techniques, should frankly face the needs 
and see if there isn’t an additional meth- 
od of approach which might be valuable. 
For instance, what of the “swing shift” 
workers, when the church sticks to its 
customary hours of worship? The movies 
are adapting themselves. It is a frequent 
thing to see in industrial communities 
the ads of all-night shows or midnight 
performances, to catch the group leaving 
their work at midnight. Of course, the 
churches will be asleep at midnight when 
one-third of the industrial crew is wide- 
awake and ready to go places! 

Where are the churches with vision 
enough to tackle the same old job in a 
brand new way? Let’s retain the mes- 
sage in its entirety, but let’s alter or 
even discard old methods, and let us not 
be slow in attempting the unusual for 
God. War is an emergency. But so far 
as the gospel is concerned, the world is 
always in an emergency. Let the churches 
begin to act as if they recognize the 
emergency and are taking strenuous 
measures, and something will happen. 

We do not propose here to discuss 
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plans at length. We are only urging 
opened eyes and responsive minds and 
quickened feet. For instance, not every 
one can get on the radio with the gospel. 
But every Christian should pray that 
the radio may be kept open for deserv- 
ing workers and programs. We use the 
word “deserving” in the sense not only 
of the message being sound, but the pro- 
gram being conducted according to 
proper business ethics, without any in- 
dividual raking in shekels for himself. 
We would warn some of these brethren, 
for their own good and for the good of 
the cause, to incorporate their work and 
have a responsible committee to handle 
the money. Probably there are few ac- 
tual racketeers in religious radio, but 
there are some others who might be 
called unintentional racketeers. The 
radio ministry is a boon and blessing. 
Safeguard it lest you lose it. 

How we should thank God for every 
sound radio program, sound in doctrine 
and sound in administration. Who can 
ever record the great good being accom- 
plished by Dr. Charles E. Fuller in the 
Old-Fashioned Revival broadcast? We 
heard just recently of the manager of a 
radio station and his wife both saved 
through Dr. Fuller’s broadcast. Other 
broadcasters will forgive us for not men- 
tioning them in particular. Naturally 
we are not dealing with the whole field, 
but making a few pointed observations. 


Boe WHAT ABOUT AMERICA’S 
RESPONSIBILITIES in the day of peace? 
Beyond our borders there will be a 
bruised and broken world, cities in ruins, 
homes in ashes, new cemeteries by the 


hundreds; hospitals, orphanages, asylums 
crowded. Will the people of these coun- 
tries want to turn back to the dead and 
decadent religions which made possible 
this awful carnage? 

And what of America itself? There will 
be the release of millions of men from 
military duty. Some of them, out from 
under the restraints of home and the 
company of friends, have been giving 
rein to untamed appetites. The tragedy 
is that authorities in this country have 
consented to the industries of liquor, 
cigarettes, and amusement, not only to 
prosper during war days, but to fasten 
their products as personal habits in the 
lives of these millions. 

What of the broken homes in Amer- 
ica; the women, under the appeal of 
patriotism and loyalty, who have checked 
their children and have donned overalls 
in a factory or slacks in an office? Do 
you think they are going back to nursery 
rhymes and warming the baby’s milk? 
And the day after the war ends, when 
the government orders all these plants 
to cease the manufacture of munitions, 
what is going to become of the great 
crowd who have geared their living to 
the high pay of a war boom? 


T 
HE PICTURE CAN BE PAINTED IN 
DARK GRAY ON a Canvas of brown against 
a black background, and then the thing 
will not be too dark. But is there any 
hope in it all? 

Well, it is not the hope offered by the 
politicians. Neither the old party con- 
tinued, nor the ousted party restored, 
will give the solution to all or any of 
these problems. The peace conference 
may fix bounds, but it cannot restrain 
sin, nor will it uproot the hatreds which 
have been born and fostered in this con- 
flict. 

Some of the countries of Europe, and 
of course our underneath neighbors— 
Australia, New Zealand, and our northern 
neighbor—Canada, could make spiritual 
contribution with us. Thousands of loyal 
Christians in Great Britain will add their 
prayer and effort to ours, or we add ours 
to theirs. We are not dealing now with 
anything suggesting precedence. 

But Britain has been bombed and 
blasted for years, and their problems of 
rehabilitation will be serious. The na- 
tural thing and the spiritual thing is to 
think in terms of responsibility of Ameri- 
can Christians in carrying the gospel to 
the mission fields, some of them to be 
suddenly reopened after the war ends. 
This means young men and young 
women. Just as we give them to war, we 
must give them to this greater conflict 
for Christ. It means too the pouring out 
of our money, taxes or no taxes, inflation 
or deflation. 


le A WORD, CHRISTIANS MUST 
BEGIN TO THINK in terms of some of the 
ideas expressed during the war, but now 
applied to the realm in which we are 
thinking—global. It must be the gospel 
for all the world. All out—there must be 
response that withholds nothing, but 
pours ourselves and sons and substance

ters now but victory!” It has 

appeared in newspapers, on bill- 
boards, and has been sounded over and 
over again on the radio. Victory means 
overcoming our enemies, which in the 
present world conflict means the Axis 
powers. How similar are the require- 
ments for victory in our Christian war- 
fare to those in this present global war! 

To have victory we are told that we 
must be willing to give up everything we 
possess for the war effort. Many things 
useful to our welfare are included, such 
as money, pleasure, gasoline, coffee, tea, 
sugar, butter and meat. At least 10 per 
cent of our income is needed for victory. 
Though many of us have thought that 
money is more useful for our needs, we 
have had to change our opinion—for 
nothing matters now but victory. 

Even scrap is needed—things that we 
no longer need or feel we can use are 
needed for victory. Sometimes as we look 
at the scrap heap we wonder how any- 
thing of value can be salvaged from it. 
But our leaders remind us that scrap is 
definitely needed for victory. 


FTEN, lately, we have heard and 
(Je the slogan, “Nothing mat- 


. OUR SPIRITUAL WARFARE We 
find our enemy is threefold—the world, 
the flesh, and the devil. To have victory 
over this spiritual foe we find it is just 
as necessary to be willing to give up 
everything we possess. The most useful 
possession we have is our heart. We 
could not live a second without it. It is 
the seat of our affection and controls 
our lives. “My son, give me thine heart, 
and let thine eyes observe my ways” 
(Prov. 23:26). Our great Commander 
wants our hearts. Victory through Christ 
is the only victory that matters, and if 
we aren’t willing to give our heart to 
Him, then we will be sure to experience 
defeat against the world, the flesh, and 
the devil. The battle is too hard to be 
fought in our own strength. 

The scrap of our lives includes, first 
of all, our sins; and second, all our in- 
abilities. What use are our sins to us? 
We know they bring defeat rather than 
victory as they pile up in the scrap heap 
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ictory! 


before our very eyes. But handed over 
to our Saviour they bring victory to us 
and defeat to our enemy. “But God com- 
mended his love toward us, in that while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for us” 
(Rom. 5:8). “Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on the tree, that we, 
being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye were 
healed” (I Pet. 2:24). 

Our inabilities are hindrances in our 
warfare. “God hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the 
things which are mighty” (I Cor. 1:27). 
We must not be fainthearted because we 
are such poor instruments. The main 
question is the mastery of Him who uses 
the instruments. God can take the scrap 
of our inabilities and use them to His 
glory. 

On a now famous occasion, Paganini, 
the great violinist, is reputed to have 
stood before a vast audience, and as he 
played, string after string broke on his 
violin. Men had come to hear his great- 
est sonata, “Napoleon.” Some hissed as 
he seemed to destroy all hope for con- 
tinuing his performance. Then holding 
up his violin, the artist said, “One string 
—and Paganini!” And on that one string 
he made the first complete manifestation 
of his greatness. Are you discouraged 
because you have no ability you can call 
your own? No resources? One hour— 
with God! One talent—with God! It is 
not greatness, but yieldedness (even of 
our nothingness) that the Master can 
use in bringing victory. 


N O IWLE TALK—if nothing 
matters now but victory! We aid our 
enemy by giving away information that 
to us seems of little value—idle talk. It 
may mean disaster to a boat, a regiment, 
destruction to vital industry. The same 
holds true in our Christian experience. 
“T will take heed to my ways, that I sin 
not with my tongue” (Ps. 39:1). “But 
I say unto you, That every idle word that 
men shall speak, they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment” (Matt. 
12:36). By our idle talk, criticism of be- 
lievers to unbelievers, we discourage the 
unsaved to come within sound of the 
gospel. The result is victory for Satan 
and defeat in our lives. Many a Chris- 
tian testimony has been ruined by an 
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idle word, perhaps not ever intended to 
be understood in the manner that it was. 
If nothing matters now but victory— 
remember, no idle talk! 

We are told “keep calm!” “Do not lose 
morale!” When our enemies begin to be 
nervous and upset and fear they are 
losing the battle, their morale is low. 
Then we begin to rejoice, for we feel the 
chances for victory are much greater. 
How much more is this true in our 
Christian life! Experiences arise that 
would upset us and make us doubt God’s 
protection and care over His own. We are 
exhorted to keep calm—to enjoy perfect 
peace. 

“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on thee: because he 
trusteth in thee” (Isa. 26:3). “The Lord 
shall fight for you, and ye shall hold your 
peace” (Exod. 14:14). “Be strong and of 
a good courage, fear not, nor be afraid 
of them: for the Lord thy God, he it is 
that doth go with thee; he will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee” (Deut. 31:6). The 
only way we can keep calm and keep up 
our morale is to experience the peace 
that comes from resting in the Lord. 


Bishop Moule told how during the first 
World War, at the close of an entertain- 
ment given for men going out to the 
front, a young officer arose at his Colonel’s 
request, to express the thanks of the men. 
He did so in words of charm. Then he 
added: “We are soon crossing to France 
and to the trenches, and very possibly, 
of course, to death. Will any of our 
friends tell us how to die?” There was 
a long silence; then one of the singers 
began the great aria from Elijah, “O 
rest in the Lord.” There were few dry 
eyes when the song was finished. We 
need a heart that has come to rest in 
God—one willfully surrendered to Him, 
to be kept calm.

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Allow Hitler to Torture the Jews?

ANY PEOPLE ARE baffled by the ram- 
ifications of the anti-Semitic 
movement in the world today. 
Whence is the origin of this 

trend which seems so indefinable, inex- 
plicable, and intangible? 

The Bible makes it very plain that the 
origin of anti-Semitism is Satan. 
In Revelation 12, we learn he is the 
dragon that makes war on the 
woman (Israel). All persecutions, 
pogroms, propaganda, and preju- 
dice find their source and energy 
in him. He is the one that “de- 
ceiveth the whole world.” A mur- 
derer from the beginning, he has a 
special hatred against the Jews, 
God’s covenant people. 

Why does God allow the nations 
(goyim) to go to such extremes in 
their handling of the Jews? The 
record in Genesis 15 gives us a 
clew to the reasons for God’s per- 
missive will in His dealings with 
the nations. Abraham could not 
understand why he did not possess 
the land of promise immediately, 
and God revealed to him that there 
must be four hundred years of 
bondage for Israel in Egypt and a 
time of great affliction for his de- 
scendants before they would be 
ready for their heritage. Then he 
climaxed His prediction with the 
startling words: “For the iniquity 
of the Amorites is not yet full.” 

Israel had to be prepared for her 
place of responsibility through the 
furnace of affliction, and the Gen- 
tiles had to demonstrate the 
heights and depths of their in- 
famy before God struck in judg- 
ment. Speaking to Pharaoh 
through Moses, God said: “And in 
very deed for this cause have I 
raised thee up, for to show in thee my 
power; and that my name may be de- 
clared throughout all the earth” (Exod. 
9:16). God is not content with knowing 
that He is just in smiting the nations. 
He allows them to demonstrate to the 
full the righteousness of the penal stroke 
that is coming when He takes up the 
sword in wrath. 

As God dealt with Israel and the 
Egyptians in Pharaoh’s time, so He deals 
with the Jews in the nations today. “Ac- 
cording to the days of thy coming out of 
the land of Egypt will I show unto him 
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marvelous things” (Mic. 7:15). The 
Egypt and Red Sea experiences are the 
yardstick of Jewish prophecy. 

God has put the Jews in the hands 
of the Gentile nations today for a two- 
fold purpose. Out of the furnace of 
affliction will come a people purified and 
prepared for the glorious task of world 
rehabilitation through the sovereign ad- 
ministration of Messiah Jesus. Unknown 
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to themselves, the Gentile nations are 
being put on probation today to seal 
their own doom. The helplessness of the 
Jew is the bait to which the heathen will 
rise when God puts His “hook” in their 
“bridle.” The carbuncle must come to a 
head before it bursts, and it is becoming 
more and more obvious that the world is 
ripening for judgment. In the light of 
prophecy, I think we are safe in saying 
that the reason why the Nazi hordes are 
allowed a little longer tenure is because 
“the iniquity of the Hitlerites is not yet 
full.” As each nation falls under the

spell of Jew hate, as repressive measures 
and edicts of persecution are piling up 
heaven high, we are hearing reiterated 
the cry of the earth for the day of judg- 
ment. “The Lord knoweth how to... 
reserve the unjust unto the day of judg- 
ment to be punished” (II Pet. 2:9). 
What about the Jews? What is 
being accomplished in them in 
these terrible times? Some Chris- 
tians argue that the purpose of 
their present sufferings is to drive 
them back to Palestine. However, 
an examination of the teachings of 
Scripture does not bear this out. 
The present movement toward the 
promised land spurred by the Zion- 
ists is not the great one of which 
the Scriptures speak, for the proph- 
et Amos tells us that when God 
plants them they will no more be 
pulled up out of their land; and 
Zechariah informs us that of those 
who return in the pre-Messianic 
movement two-thirds shall be cut 
off (Zech. 13:8, 9). In Matthew 25 
we read that when the Son of Man 
cometh in power and great glory, 
He will send His angels and gather 
His elect from the four corners of 
the earth. In order for them to be 
gathered at His coming in glory 
they must still be in the four cor- 
ners of the earth. 

‘What then is the present import 
of the judgments upon Israel? The 
prophet Ezekiel foretells His pur- 
pose: “And I will purge out from 
among you the rebels, and them 
that transgress against me: I will 
bring them forth out of the coun- 
try where they sojourn, and they 
shall not enter into the land of 
Israel: and yet [they] shall know 
that I am the Lord” (Ezek. 20:38). 

It is apparent from this scripture that 
there are two groups of people in Israel, 
one of whom the prophet calls rebels. 
“They are not all Israel, which are of 
Israel” (Rom. 9:6). There is a difference 
between the children of Abraham and 
the seed of Abraham. Only those who 
“walk in the steps of that faith” of Abra- 
ham are children of Abraham (Rom. 
4:12). It seems that the seed of Abra- 
ham who are not the children, will be 
destroyed. 

Isaiah confirms this when he says, “The 
fruit of the earth shall be excellent and 
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comely for them that are escaped of 
Israel”; and again, “He that remaineth 
in Jerusalem, shall be called holy, even 
everyone that is written among the liv- 
ing in Jerusalem” (Isa. 4:2, 3). The 
prophet Zephaniah adds a word: “I will 
take away out of the midst of thee them 
that rejoice in thy pride . . . I will also 
leave in the midst of thee an afflicted 
and poor people, and they shall trust in 
the name of the Lord” (Zeph. 3:11, 12). 
Amos says, “For lo, I will command, and 
I will sift the house of Israel among all 
nations, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, 
yet shall not the least grain fall upon 
the earth. All the sinners of my people 
shall die by the sword” (Amos 9:9). 
What an awful prospect awaits the 
Christ-rejecters both in Israel and 
among the nations! 


‘Tie SPREAD OF ANTI-SEMITISM 
SERVES AS A WARNING and also an oppor- 
tunity to the Church. The apostle Paul 
foresees the possibility of Gentile be- 
lievers becoming proud in their attitude 
toward the Jews. He warns us: “Boast 
not against the branches. But if thou 
boast, thou barest not the root, but the 
root thee .. . For if God spared not the 
natural branches, take heed lest he also 
spare not thee” (Rom. 11:18, 21). What 
a pang is experienced by the Jewish 
worker when his Jewish babe in Christ 
is stumbled and slighted in some Chris- 
tian churches! One thinks of the words 
of the Lord Jesus, “But whoso shall of- 
fend one of these little ones which be- 
lieve in me, it were better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his neck, 
and that he were drowned in the depth 
of the sea” (Matt. 18:6). The spiritual 
loss encumbent upon such offending is 
greater than the loss ensuing in physical 
death. 

The letter to the church at Pergamos 
strikes a solemn note: “I have a few 
things against thee, because thou hast 
there them that hold the doctrine of 
Balaam, who taught Balac to cast a 
stumblingblock before the children of 
Israel” (Rev. 2:14). The Scriptures con- 
demn the Pergamos church for counte-

nancing anti-Semites. One is often sur- 
prised to find Christian leaders freely 
fellowshiping those who are openly man- 
ifesting malice toward the Jews. They 
would not think of .fellowshiping those 
who deny the faith of Christ, but have 
no qualms about being joined to those 
who deny the love of Christ. 

The present frenzy of Jew hate consti- 
tutes a real challenge for Christians. 
Every Jew covets the friendship of a 
Gentile. When hearts are tender and 
fear stalks the soul, God can work and 
draw people to Himself. There has been 
a greater change in the attitude of Jews 
toward Christ in the last generation than 
there has been for two thousand years. 

Two experiences which the writer has 
had within the last two months have 
impressed him with the glorious possi- 
bilities that awaits the Christian who is 
willing to venture for Christ among his 
Jewish neighbors. In a mid-western city 
a group of Christians had banded them- 
selves together, and for a number of 
years had met to pray for and witness to 
the Jews. One of the members was the 
wife of the pastor of a large and influen- 
tial city church. She was a woman of 
culture and education and had found 
entree into the confidence of a number 
of the leading Jews of the city, some of 
whom were prominent in society life. 
Humbly and graciously, she had sought 
to witness to them of Christ, and her 
testimony had greatly impressed them. 

During my stay, she felt constrained to 
arrange a private gathering when I could 
meet some of her Jewish friends. She 
invited a number of the leading Jews of 
the city to be her guests at dinner in one 
of the largest hotels. As we met, other 
Christians of the group remained at 
home on their knees to pray through the 
lunch hour. During the meal the way 
opened to discuss the message of Jesus, 
and for more than two hours we had a 
glorious conversation about Christ. 

One brilliant Jewess remarked, “We 
Jews are concerned that the Gentiles 
should teach their children the truth— 
that the Jews are not the only ones 
guilty of Jesus’ death. Why are we not 
concerned that Jews should teach their 
children about Jesus—that the Jews be- 
trayed Him?” Some of the men asked 
me if I would go to their synagogue and 
speak to the men’s brotherhood. 

On the way to my next appointment, 
one of the businessmen remarked, “What 
was in the back of my mind, as a matter 
of fact it was in the back of the minds 
of all of us, was, how can we get your 
message across to our people?” On Fri- 
day a number of them were out to my 
service, and leaned over the pews listen- 
ing with great intent. One of the Jewish 
men approached a Christian layman and 
asked him if he was a born-again Chris- 
tian. Before that noon he had never 
heard of such a creature. One of the 
Jewish women said she had seen the 
light that night and promised that ere 
she retired she would accept Christ. 

In another city, in the East, a French 
woman found Christ as her Saviour. She 
led her Jewish husband to Jesus. Then 
she witnessed to an atheistic Jewess, who 
was also born again, and this Jewess has 








since led twenty-one Jewish relatives and 
friends to the Lord. When I visited 
there recently we had a fellowship gath- 
ering in a German Christian home. 
French, Italians, Germans, Scotch, and a 
house full of Jews were won to Christ 
through the love and kindness of a lay 
Christian. What a love feast we had! 
These instances are just samples of 
what God is waiting to do through the 
witness of Gentiles who are willing to be 
used of the Saviour to win His brethren 
according to the flesh, to their Messiah. 
“Pray for the peace of Jerusalem: they 
shall prosper that love thee” (Ps. 122:6).

A scene from the American tragedy 
was unintentionally presented on the ra- 
dio the other night. Some brilliant boys 

and girls were displaying

A brilliant youth of 
thirteen or fourteen ventured,. “Elijah.” 
Think of that! Shakespeare exactly quot- 
ed, and historical events properly placed, 
and such an elementary Bible question 
fumbled! 

This is by way of introducing National 
Bible Week, October 11-17. There is an 
interdenominational laymen’s committee 
promoting this emphasis. Let’s help urge 
the daily reading of the Word of God 
this special week in the hope that many 
may be won to this as a daily habit of 
life. 

The Laymen’s National Committee in 
its call to National Bible Week says: 
“Turning people’s attention to the Scrip- 
tures once a year and thus making peo- 
ple Bible-conscious, so to speak, is a 
long step in the direction of bringing 
about a consciousness of God, a sense of 
decency, without which liberty cannot 
survive.”

\ \ 7HEN a young man leaves his home 

and family connections to enter the 
armed forces, many questions confront 
him.

This picture was painted by Lieut. 
Francis Bougereau, one of the officers of 
the Seagull regiment and a direct de- 
scendant of the French artist of the 
same name. On the day in which Chapel 
Number 9 was dedicated, the picture was 
presented and dedicated in memory of 
the only son of the commanding officer, 
Sherman Waltz, son of Colonel and Mrs. 
W. P. Waltz. 

During the day and in the evening, 
officers and men come into the chapel 
and spend time in meditation and prayer. 
They look beyond the picture to’ Him 
who is the resurrection and the life and 
who said, “I have overcome the world.” 
They find strength, comfort, courage, 
and faith in Christ the Victor. He is 
the answer to the deepest need of the 
human soul. He is the answer to the 
cry of this screaming, battered, bleeding, 
blinded world. 


It is the sincere prayer of the chap- 
lains of the Seagull, 413th Inf.

It is always a joy to hear from young 
men who are serving Christ even while 
they serve their country.

“At this moment I have a 45-auto- 
matic on my side, for I am stationed as 
a guard of prisoners.

But while we are anchored, I’m perform- 
ing less pleasant duties.

I know in my 
heart that it’s God’s appointment for me. 
He has placed me on a ship where there 
isn’t any Chaplain, and up until about 
two weeks ago there wasn’t anyone who 
loved Jesus, but now, praise God, two 
fellows have accepted Him as their Sav- 
iour. The Holy Spirit is working among 
the men until, before long, I think we 
will establish our own chapel. If God 
so leads our ship may be the chapel-ship 
for the entire convoy while we are 
anchored in some far-off place. I’m 
praying and trusting God for this. Hu- 
manly speaking, it’s impossible, but our 
God is the Almighty God and with Him 
all things are possible. 

“In this Amphibious Force there is op- 
portunity to speak to hundreds of men, 
as we take the loads of tanks and sup- 
plies over, for those men know they may 
be taking their last ride.

HILE I am writing, the sheaves of 

grain are being gathered in, and 
we are told that this year’s harvest will 
be the greatest in our history, breaking 
even the truly remarkable record of 1942. 
It is worth recalling what our Minister of 
Agriculture, R. S. Hudson, said at that 
time. He declared that the wonderful 
harvest must be attributed not only to 
the unprecedented efforts of our farmers 
but to “a Higher Power,” to whom we 
must give thanks “from the depth of our 
hearts.” And now, this year, God has 
given us even greater abundance for the 
sustenance of our bodies.

THE MEANING OF “AGAIN’”’ 

The object of this study is to ascertain 
the meaning of the Greek word trans- 
lated “again” in “Ye must be born 

again” (John 3:7). «& 

The word is &w9e (another). It has 

a@ synonym in the word ,sédw (palin), 
both words meaning “again.” Cremer in 
his Biblico-Theological Lezicon of New 
Testament Greek, presents some excel- 
lent material on &vwievr. In some con- 
texts it means “from above,” as in John 
3:31. But it does not mean “from above” 
in John 3:7 since Nicodemus speaks of a 
second birth, which fact indicates that 
here it must mean “aga’ 
' The word wa\v means “a repetition 
of an act,” but &»w.e means “a repetition 
of an act, that repetition having its 
source in the same source responsible 
for the first act.” The word means “over 
again, afresh, from the outset on.” It may 
include a reference to the begining, and 
the idea of going back to the starting 
point. Both words are used in Galatians 
4:9 where za» denotes repetition, 
which is further defined by adywHer 9S a 
repetition of the beginning, “again from 
the outset on.” The Authorized Version 
has it “again to be in bondage.” That 
means that the new birth is a birth, 
not second to physical birth, but to the 
original impartation of divine life to 
Adam. 

Regeneration does not proceed from 
the same source as physical birth. “That 
which has been born from the flesh as 
a source is as a present result, as to its 
nature, flesh, and that which has been 
born from the Spirit as a source, is as 
a present result as to its nature, spirit” 
(John 3:6, fuller translation). 

Regeneration finds its source in the 
Spirit. It consists of the impartation of 
divine life (II Pet. 1:4). The word 4avwle 
requires that the repeated act has as 
its source the source of the first act. 
If the source of regeneration is the 
Spirit, the first birth cannot be physical 
birth, but the act of the Spirit im- 
parting divine life to Adam. 

The Greek word “must” in John 3:7 
means “a necessity in the nature of the 

se.” Adam in his fall lost that divine 
life, for himself and the race. It is there- 
fore necessary in the nature of the case 
for an individual to be born again and 
from the same source as the first birth 
if he is to enter the kingdom of God. 
In the genealogy in Luke, the word 
vids . (huios) is used to designate the 
father and son relationship of those in 
the ancestry of our Lord. It is the word 
understood in Luke 3:38, carried over 
from Luke 3:23 where it appears, show- 
ing the relationship between Adam and 
God. He was a son of God by creation, 
that act of creation including the im- 
partation of divine life. Thus, regenera- 
tion is the act of restoring that divine 
life lost in the fall of man.

read and prayed that God would have 
mercy on me, a helpless sinner, and that 
He would save me from a watery grave. 
Nightfall came, and one by one, three 
men who scoffed and laughed at me, 
slipped from the life raft out into a 
dark eternity—lost. This left but two of 
us, SO we prayed, and promised that if 
God would spare our lives, we would live 
for Him. 

“After what seemed like an eternity, a 
light came out of the darkness, a great 
distance off. It came closer and closer, 
and finally rested upon us. It was a 
searchlight from a U.S. destroyer, but I 
did not think of it as a searchlight, but 


as the light of Jesus Christ shining upon. 


a poor sinner. 

“Then and there Jesus came into my 
heart and life. I knew my sins were for- 
given. Ever since I have been living for 
Him and telling others about this won- 
derful Saviour. I have been through the 
experience of being torpedoed a second 
time, but I have no fear of death now, 
for living or dying Jesus is mine.” 


C eae TAUGHT THAT HIS 
worpbs were the Father’s words, and that 
they were words of life—that men needed 
an entirely new kind of life which He 
would freely give. As natural men we 
cannot understand that we need to be 
born again, as Jesus told the prominent, 
moral, religious leader, Nicodemus, or 
else he couldn’t enter or even see the 
kingdom of heaven (John 3:1-17). It 
baffled and mystified him. But Nicodemus 
finally softened his heart and secretly 
followed Jesus until the crucifixion. Then 
with his wealthy friend, Joseph of Ari- 
mathea, he took the body of Jesus down 
from the cross and buried Him. 

But Joseph’s new tomb couldn’t hold 
the Saviour who had said, “I am the 
resurrection, and the life: he that be- 
lieveth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live . . . shall never die. Be- 
lievest thou this?” (John 11:25, 26). 

We are naturally dead toward God, 
dead in trespasses and sins (Eph. 2:1-4). 
We need God’s forgiveness, but we need 
more than forgiveness. And we need more 
than a holy law which tells us what not 
to do, but doesn’t give us any power to 
keep it. We need a new heart, a new life. 

Many professing Christians think of 
the Bible as a good Book, full of good 
ideas. It is! But that misses its real 
purpose. The Bible is not merely for 
the propagation of ideas, it is for the 
propagation of life, the new life in Christ 
Jesus. Men must be born again to get it. 

It is true that the vast difference be- 
tween Christendom and heathendom is 
due to the Bible. But the veneer of 
Christian civilization may be only skin 
deep. A complete change of the natural 
heart is needed. It is one of the fallacies 
of the day that education will perform it. 
It can be brought about only by the mir- 
acle of divine grace, apart from works, 
through faith in Jesus Christ as Saviour 
and Lord. We must be converted—born 
again.

AS MR. WILLKIE SEES IT 
ENDELL L. WILLKIE is a typical 
man of world affairs. In traveling 

about the world he has had his eyes open 
to see whatever was to be seen. Natur- 
ally he crossed the path of many of our 
American missionaries, and had oppor- 
tunity to form some appraisal of the sig- 
nificance of their work. Incidentally, he 
learned what the native political leaders, 
in various lands, think of missionaries 
and their contribution to the spiritual, 
social, or economic welfare of the popu- 
lace. Speaking from the angle of a 
statesman, Mr. Willkie made the follow- 
ing comments at a special meeting held 
in connection with the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly in Detroit: 

“Back in my home town in Indiana 
when I was a boy, we were always raising 
funds for foreign missions. Our Sunday

schools provided us with books on for- 
eign lands written by returning mission- 
aries. They stimulated our interest in 
foreign countries, especially China, and 
we all gave our small contributions for 
the work that those Americans were do- 
ing. In later years I have sometimes 
wondered about the wisdom of foreign 
missions. 

“But on my recent trip, I saw at first 
hand a multitude of concrete instances 
which convinced me of the value of for- 
eign missions, both to the lands they 
serve and to the cause of good will for 
America. Everywhere I went I found 
American colleges, schools, hospitals, and 
churches, many of them supported by 
the churches of this land. I found Amer- 
ican missionaries, men and women, 
exerting a leadership—a human and per- 
sonal leadership—which I have no hesi- 


tation in characterizing as vital to the 
future hopes, not alone of other nations, 
but of our own United States.. 

“T asked people in every land whether 
they were not resentful that these for- 
eigners should invade their country. The 
answer was universally enthusiasm for 
what American missionaries have done 
and for the lives they !ed. The mission- 
aries are not resented, but respected and 
admired. This is because they have con- 


’ tributed so much more than mere 


preachment. As individuals they have 
excellent qualities of leadership even in 
tiny villages and remote spots through- 
out the world. Their kindliness is pro- 
verbial. They have brought with them 
a high standard of health, of friendli- 
ness, and medical care. They have also 
brought a standard of character that has 
helped to awaken in age-old habit-ridden 
communities a new sense of self respect 
and well-being.” 

Most of our leaders are fully aware 
that the things Mr. Willkie observed 
were, after all, mostly the incidental 
fruits of Christianity. Behind and be- 
neath all that lies the great spiritual ex- 
perience of salvation from sin by the 
power of the living Christ. The spreading 
of the gospel is the prime business of 
every true missionary. The fruit of a 
new spiritual experience embraces liter- 
ally the whole scope of life—culturally 
and materially—and overflows to the 
surrounding neighborhood and to suc- 
ceeding generations.

In Spite of Dangers 

Bombed out of house and home twice 
in a series of bewildering raids, we have 
taken refuge in the country, where we 
are the talk of the-neighborhood.

How We Get Along 

During our six months as evacuees 
we have had ideal opportunity to prac- 
tice economy. With our three children, 
we came with rolls of bedding, two suit 
cases, camp beds, and one small basket. 

When the children’s shoes wore out, 
my wife learned how to make and repair 
them Chinese fashion with pasted cloth 
for uppers and hemp cord, tightly weav- 
ing several layers together, for the soles. 
Quilt covers made serviceable trousers 
for our boy of four, and dresses were 
made from other redeemed fabrics for 
our six-year-old girl—since even the 
cheapest new cloth cost one dollar a 
foot. Underclothing was unobtainable; 
our old garments were patched again and 
again. Socks or stockings were not worn. 

When we came here we made our beds 
warmer by making mattresses of gunny 
sacks filled with straw from the fields. 
When serge suits wore thin, threads of 
the warp and woof were unraveled from 
the seams and rewoven with professional 
neatness. Coarse native cloth which 
cost two dollars a roll a year ago, now 
costs eighty dollars. Despite these handi- 
caps, people said, “How clean and well 
dressed your children are!” In the kitch- 
en, wartime prices are a byword. Sugar 
has gone up to one hundred times the 
price of six years ago. With flour at 
twenty cents a pound, lard at one dollar 
forty cents a pound, and eggs (those are 
the cheapest things we can get) five 
cents each, cakes and pastries are re- 
served for the children’s birthdays, 
Thanksgiving Day, and Christmas. Vege- 
tables form a large part of our well-bal- 
anced diet, so we have learned more 
about truck gardening in six months 
than we had in ten years previously. 

Washing soap, selling at one dollar 
for a small cake, made us look up a local 
encyclopedia about soap making. Tallow, 
lye and resin make a good enough wash- 
ing soap at about one-fifth the commer- 
cial price. Our only piece of toilet soap, 
valued at two dollars fifty cents, was 
kept for the baby, while the rest of us 
wash with laundry soap. We used vege- 
table oils for fuel in our smal! stove 
when kerosene went up to twenty dollars 
a gallon, and the dim lights put us to 
bed earlier. Money cannot buy milk or 
butter these days; yet do we lack any- 
thing essential to our well-being? Noth- 
ing! We say, “Blessed be God, who daily 
loadeth us with benefits, even the God 
of our salvation.”—W. A. Allen.

When a group of Minneapolis ministers 
heard an announcement concerning in- 
terest in religion at Fort Snelling, Min- 
neapolis, Minn., they thought they were 
going to be invited to preach to the boys.

How Does A Revival Begin? 
(Continued from page 62) 


vival We Need. 

Recently I came across a reprint of 
an article written in The Christian Ad- 
vocate back in the early 1900’s. It was 
entitled, “Spurious or Genuine Revivals— 
Which?” It bears out my point so well 
that I shall let it live on here: 

“A genuine revival—the greatest bless- 
ing God can confer upon any people—be- 
gins in.the church. It shows itself in in- 
creased earnestness in the godly. They 
prayed much before; they pray more now. 
They felt the burden of sins before; it 
is almost crushing now. From them 
emanates a spirit which at first uncon- 
sciously rouses the slumbering. con- 
sciences of those who had -lost their 
first love. Soon they begin to see them- 
selves as they are. They repent, hum- 
ble themselves, confess their sins, and 
take their former places in prayer and 
exhortation. 

“Now a real agony possesses the godly 
for the unconverted. Businessmen begin 
to think at their stores of the peril of 
their sins; mothers find that they cannot 
sleep for thinking that their daughters, 
so affectionate to them, are not in love 
with Christ, and that, if separated by 
death, there is no ground to hope for 
a union in heaven. So the husband begins 
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to yearn over the wife of his bosom; 
and the wife, long traveling in the nar- 
row way alone, now feels the loneliness 
as never before. The pastor knows what 
prayer and fasting mean. He cannot 
now enjoy the social dinners as he 
could months ago. He is absorbed. 

“A feeling akin to awe fills the church. 
The more susceptible among the irre- 
ligious begin to feel it. An appeal is 
made to sinners. Nothing seems to come 
of it but a solemn stillness. Those who 
have seen only a spurious revival are 
surprised; they wonder that more do 
not respond. But the scribe, well in- 
structed unto the kingdom of heaven, 
may be depressed, but is not surprised. 

“This work begins slowly; it is not 
shavings, but coal, that is kindling. The 
unconverted are drawn toward, and 
drawn by, Christ. They see that it is no 
light thing to be a Christian; that it 
means giving up the world, giving up 
many things that many professed 
Christians, and some ministers, love to 
do. They are not ready for the sacri- 
fice; they hold back. But the Spirit of 
exhortation comes upon the church. 
Prayer seems to bring together heaven 
and earth. Sinners tremble; they yield. 
Men, strong men, women of fashion, lit- 
tle children, fiery youth, all know that 
the Lord is in His temple. Now they 
need no one to tell them they are con- 
verted, to cajole them by asking if they 
feel better. They receive instruction, con- 
secrate themselves to God, and soon they 
testify by word or look or inarticulate 
utterance that they have passed from 
death unto life. Every such conversion 
has more moral force to bring men to 
repentance than a sermon. 

“When a genuine revival is in the 
pause before the mighty movements of 
the power of God there is danger that 
some of God’s people will be impatient, 
and transform the genuine into the 
spurious revival. But the minister that 
walketh wisely shall be delivered. If 
there be but forty converted in this 
revival, most of them will be found 
after many days. If there be a hundred 
in the other (spurious revival), but a 
few of them will remain, and of the few 
who do, some will be tares. 

“Invitations, appeals, songs of dif- 
ferent kinds, are common to both spuri- 
ous and genuine revivals. The funda- 
mental difference is that in the spurious 
the fallow ground is not broken up, in 
the genuine it is.

ractical and Perplexing Questions 


x Nathan J. Stone 


THE BLOOD OF CHRIST 
J.G.C., Almont, Mich. 


Question: Is there anything in the 
original or the context to indicate that 
the words, “the blood . . . wherewith he 
was sanctified” (Heb. 10:29), refer to 
Christ and not to the scoffer, in the 
passage? 


Answer: It is almost incredible that 
these words can be thought to mean that 
Christ was sanctified by His own blood, 
although one great scholar, Bishop Light- 
foot, so thought. The blood of Christ 
was shed for the atonement of man’s 
sin and for cleansing from sin. And this 
is what is meant in this passage. He was 
without sin (Heb. 4:15). We who be- 
lieve are the ones who are sanctified 
(Heb. 10:10, 14). There is nothing what- 
ever either in the Greek or in the con- 
text to warrant such an interpretation. 
Apart from the very plain and obvious 
sense of these words, the whole argument 
reveals the heinousness and baseness of 
a willful rejection of that precious blood 
of Christ which a man knows cleanses 
him from sin.

CREMATION OF DEAD 
W.M.C., Rochester, N.Y. 


Question: (1) Is it right or wrong 
as Christians for first cousins to marry? 
(2) Is it right or wrong to cremate the 
bodies of Christian people at death? 


Answer: (1) There is nothing appar- 
ently in the Bible which prohibits first 
cousins from marrying. The degrees of 
consanguinity within which marriage was 
prohibited to the ancient Israelites are 
given in Leviticus 18:1-17. Marriage be- 
tween first cousins is apparently not very 
common. In our own land the laws of 
some states prohibit such marriages, 
while others permit it. (2) Cremation 
appears to be of pagan origin and in the 
mind of some its practice is associated 
with the thought of escape from judg- 
ment, although it would be difficult to 
say to what extent such a notion pre- 
vails. Personally, the thought of crema- 
tion is very repugnant. The Bible knows 
nothing of it, but everywhere takes for 
granted the usual mode of burial of the 
dead. The Christian minister must be 
guided by conscience and circumstances 
in officiating at a funeral where the body 
is afterward to be cremated.

CONVERSION OF TIMOTHY 
C.A.W., Oak Park, Il. 


Question: Since Timothy’s conver- 
sion is not mentioned, is it possible that 
he was saved by his perfect upbringing 
by both his mother and grandmother? 


Answer: The apostle Paul speaks of 
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Timothy as “my true child in faith” 
(I Tim. 1:2, R.V.; If Tim. 1:2); as “my 
fellow-worker” (Rom. 16:21, R.V.); and 
as “our brother and God’s minister in the 
gospel of Christ” (I Thess. 3:2). Cer- 
tainly this should be enough to show 
that Timothy was a true believer. He 
could hardly have been so associated with 
Paul without having given definite evi- 
dence of personal faith in Christ for sal- 
vation. No upbringing of any kind saves 
anyone except as such upbringing leads 
one to the knowledge and confession of 
sin and the need and personal accept- 
ance of the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour 
from sin. It was certainly a great and 
glorious advantage to Timothy to have a 
godly mother and grandmother. He 
could have had no greater blessing than 
that. We may be sure that they did not 
expect any merit of theirs nor even their 
own faith to save Timothy except as he 
possessed and exercised it for himself. 
This he did. He had the same kind of 
faith which was in them (II Tim. 1:5). 
Through them he knew from a babe the 
Scriptures which were able to make him 
wise unto salvation (II Tim. 3:15), that 
is, they led him to Christ.

ABRAHAM THE HEBREW 
R.C.B., Streator, Ill. 

Question: In what sense could Abra- 
ham be called a Hebrew (Gen. 14:13) 
before there was a Hebrew race in exist- 
ence? 


Answer: Abraham could be called a 
Hebrew as a direct descendant of “Eber” 
(Gen. 10:25; 11:10-27). In Genesis 14: 
¥8 the word transliterated Hebrew (’Ivri) 
means the “one crossing over” or “the 
immigrant.” Abraham is here described 
as “the one from across the river” in 
contrast with the Amorites then dwelling 
in Canaan. However, it is impossible to 
separate Abraham from his physical de- 
scendants through Isaac, that nation of 
the promise, who are the Jews of today. 
He must be considered one with them by 
virtue of the fact that he is the head, 
particularly, of the people. In this sense, 
too, Abraham may be called a Hebrew.

ANGELS AND SONG

Question: Is it mentioned anywhere 
in the Bible that angels sing? 


Answer: Song and music find their 
highest expression in worship. Certainly 
the angels render the most holy and per- 
fect worship of all living creatures (Rev. 
7:11; Isa. 6:3). And there is music in 
heaven, for we read of those who sing 
the song of Moses and of the Lamb (Rev. 
15:3). How can we suppose then, that 


the angels, who stand before the very 
throne of God, in the presence of His 
glorious majesty and awful holiness, and 
behold the wonder of His love, can re- 
frain from song in His presence. They 
are possessed of supernatural intelli- 
gence, knowledge and powers; they pos- 
sess emotions—they rejoice (Luke 15:10). 
No doubt they sing with music more 
stirring and beautiful than anything man 
can create or conceive. We are told in 
Job 38:7 that the morning stars sang to- 
gether in glory. The morning stars are 
a figure of the angels. We know that the 
“heavenly hosts” also sang at the time of 
the birth of our Lord (Luke 2:13). In 
Revelation 5:11-13 we read of ten thou- 
sand times ten thousand uttering the 
most sublime and stirring words of praise 
and worship. How else would the angels 
utter such praise except in song. Praise 
has always found its most natural and 
joyful utterance in song. If so with men, 
then even more so with angels.

JOHN AND THE JEWS 

H.S., Chicago, I. 

Question: Does not the Gospel of 
John appear to be harsh, or even some- 
what anti-Jewish, in its statements con- 
cerning the Jews? 


Answer: It must be remembered 
that in his mention of the Jews, John is 
writing of a people whose national exist- 
ence had been practically at an end for 
almost thirty years when he wrote; that 
he wrote his Gospel outside of Palestine , 
to a people not intimately acquainted 
with Jews. Therefore he speaks of his 
own people objectively as “the Jews,” 
and not in a disparaging or distant fash- 
ion. In more than half the sixty or so 
times he speaks of “the Jews” in his 
Gospel, it is in a matter-of-fact or neu- 
tral way, to describe a custom, or feast, or 
place. It is true that in twenty or so places, 
John does mention the Jews unfavor- 
ably, but in none of these does he express 
personal feeling or animosity. There is 
no trace whatever of bitterness or hos- 
tility. He simply states the facts and 
records their words and attitudes in the 
same objective, neutral fashion. On the 
other hand, there are some passages 
which contain definitely favorable state- 
ments of the Jews as “salvation is of the 
Jews” (John 4:22). A statement like this 
and others (John 8:31; 11:19-45). could 
not have come from the pen of one un- 
friendly or hostile. Besides it is incred- 
ible that the “apostle of love,” “the dis- 
ciple whom Jesus loved,” could have felt 
any other feelings toward his own people 
than the feelings of his Lord—feelings 
of deepest and tenderest compassion and 
the deepest yearning that his people 
should turn to their own Messiah and 
King.

The next day his friend 
came to see him and related how a busi- 
nessman who had grown discouraged be- 
cause of business troubles, had come into 
the bank soon after Mr. Alexander had 
left. The man started to transact busi- 
ness with the same clerk over that blot- 
ter, when his eye caught the long column 
of pin pricks—“Pray Through.” He asked 
who had imprinted the words, and when 
told, said: “That is the very message I 
need. I will pray through until I get 
light.” 


Obedience to our superiors is one 
of the great essentials for winning 
the war. Those serving in the Army, 
Navy, Air Force, or any other form of 
service soon learn that they are not to 
question their superiors; even if incon- 
venience and hardship are involved, it 
means submission to their desires. In 
the Christian life, when our, Lord asks 
us to go here or there, to do this or that 
thing, we often rebel and feel that we 
have a right to our own opinion or de- 
sire, only to find that disaster results. 
We are exhorted by Paul: “By the mer- 
cies of God . . . present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable service” 
(Rom. 12:1); “Not with eye service as 
men pleasers; but as the servants of 
Christ, doing the will of God from the 
heart” (Eph. 6:6). 


Is it all worthwhile? Does nothing 
really matter but victory? If so, we 
should be willing to give ourselves to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, who purchased us 
through His precious blood, and is willing 
and desirous to give us victory all 
through our Christian experience if we 
surrender all to Him. In this day of war, 
God grant that we may truly learn that 
“Nothing matters now but victory!”

No, Malta was his God-appointed mis- 
sion field until passage should have been 
secured, as ultimately it was, for to Rome 
he was ordained to go. 

Many are the missionaries, new and 
old, in New York, Los Angeles, or just 
Smithville, waiting for a passage to some 
Rome in Africa, South America, Korea, 
New Guinea, China, Japan! Bookings 
are slow. If God has ordained it, Rome 
will be reached. Meantime, let us ex- 
plore our Maltas. We shall find perhaps 
a bleak coast and a serpent or two, but 
harmless. The natives because of the 
uncommon cold will show no small degree 
of kindness—natural sympathy in an ex- 
traordinary circumstance—and what is 
more, they will respond to charity and 
listen to the gospel. When at last the 
door is opened unto Rome and a booking 
is really made without further cancella- 
tions, they’ll come around and give a 
“shower” by way of what the Chinese call 
a hao i ssu, a “kind intention.” 

It is possible that Paul intended to 
employ some form oi organized agency 
for the prosecution of his work on his 
arrival in Rome. Certainly he would if 
one were available or “makable” and 
truly utilitarian. But it is obvious that 
the work on Malta had to be of a primi- 
tive character. He certainly landed with 
nothing in his wet hands. But though 
his hands were empty they were com- 
pletely equipped to carry out the mission 
assigned by the Master. He could still 
heal the sick and preach the gospel; he 
did raise up the father of Publius, who 
was sick with dysentery, and though 
there is no explicit statement thereof. 
who could suppose that Paul, fresh out 
of the Mediterranean, forgot on Malta to 
preach the gospel! 


3 THESE SHIPWRECK TIMES we 
shall have to adapt ourselves to ship- 
wreck conditions. And, praise God, it 
need not impair in the least the prose- 
cation of our mission. We can, if we 
have love and faith, in any case preach 
the gospel and practice charity, helpful- 
ness to men’s bodies. Charity is, of 
course, that helpful thing the need of 
which we were on the point of eliminat- 


‘ing by the legislation of unqualified se- 


curity. But our Lord looked pretty far 
ahead, and there will be a vast need of 
charity again. And, after all, does this 
not complete our program: preaching the 
gospel and doing works of love? 

When Colonel Bennett returned to 
Australia, he made an illuminating com- 
ment on the cause of the Japanese suc- 
cess in Malaya, and he had good reason 
to know. The Japanese ground crew (in 
a larger, non-technical sense) proceeded 
on their military mission with, to be sure, 
a little more in their hands than had the 
survivors from Paul’s voyage, but not 
with much more. Each man carried a 
tin of rice and beyond that he had very 
little. Of ordnance, Colonel Bennett re- 
ported, they carried nothing heavier 
than trench mortars. They depended on 
captured material for the heavier work. 
And thus they pushed ahead, lightly,

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courageously, triumphantly, by an infil- 
tration that nothing.could stop. 

But merely this description would be 
misleading. They had air-power! That’s 
where their real power lay. And since 
they were strong in the air, the land 
operations were scarcely more than ma- 
neuvers of occupation. 

Daniel, Paul, and John all stress the 
importance of air superiority. Further- 
more, God’s work in this world is eo ipso 
jungle work and had better adopt jungle 
tactics. : 

That’s one way, the successful way. 

What’s the other way? The way of 
neglecting air superiority—presumably as 
too “other worldly,” “mystical,” “fanati- 
cal,” “pietistical”—and a consuming in- 
terest in “down-to-the-earth-ness,” in 
practical everyday religionism (as if the 
Japanese campaign failed to tell on the 
surface of the ground!), tremendous 


“plants,” graving docks, six-month sub- 
terranean store dumps, and seventeen- 
inch rifles pointing in the wrong direc- 
tion! 

That way didn’t work.

October 10 
REVERENCE FOR GOD 
Exodus 20:3-7; Matthew 4:10; 6:9; 
John 4:23, 24 

Golden Text: God is a Spirit: 
and they that worship him must 
worship him in spirit and in truth. 
—John 4:24. 


HE first three commandments bring 

_man into the presence of God, where 
he is taught how to worship God in 
spirit and in truth. 

“The first commandment (Exod. 20:3) 
bids us worship God exclusively; the 
second (vv. 4-6) bids us worship Him 
spiritually. The first commandment for- 
bids us to worship false gods; the second 
forbids us to worship the true God under 
false forms” (Farrar). The third com- 
mandment (v.7) indicates that true wor- 
ship will deal reverently with the name 
of God. 

Israel had lived among the Egyptians, 
a people known for their worship of 
images, and were about to enter into 
Canaan where there were many false 
gods. The Lord was therefore careful 
not only to forbid the worship of other 
gods, but also to forbid the making of 
images of any kind, whether they rep- 
resented the many gods of heathendom, 
or were attempts to symbolize the true 
God. 

In studying this lesson, we need to 
exercise care lest we miss the point by 
talking only of the gods of wood and 
stone which the heathen worship, and 
fail to apply the truth to any improper 
use of images which may prevail in our 
land and in the present day. Let us 
lay aside any preconceived notions and 
face the facts in the light of God’s Word. 

We have first the statement of the 
commandments, then the manner in 
which our Lord kept them, and finally 
the application of the truth to our own 
lives. 


I. The Command to Worship 
(Exod. 20:3-7). 

God first claims the entire devotion of 
man. If He is Jehovah, the Lord God, it 
is obvious that there can be no other god 
before Him. He is a personal God (v. 2) 
with whom it is possible for man to have 
fellowship. He must come first in our 
thought and our love. 


The second commandment expressly 


forbids idolatry in any form. The in- 
junction is twofold. (1) Men are for- 
bidden to make any material likeness 
which to them represents a. being to be 
worshiped. It matters not whether it 
be an image of what men believe God 
to be like, or the image of an angelic be-

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ing, a heavenly body, in fact “anything 
that is in the heaven above,” or on the 
earth—such as a man .or animal; or 
under the water—such as a fish. (2) If 
such objects have been made either by 
ourselves or others we may not bow 
down to them, nor render any service 
to them. Let us all examine our religi- 
ous ceremonies and practices in the light 
of God’s commandment. 

Observe that obedience to this com- 
mand brings rich blessing to “thousands” 
(v. 6), whereas disobedience is a curse 
not only to the man who disobeys, but 
also to his descendants. Spiritual blight 
so often runs through whole families, 
while spiritual life just as often blesses 
those -who follow. Blessed is the man 
who gives his children and his children’s 
children: a true spiritual heritage, but 
woe be unto that man who passes on 
the darkness and spiritual death of un- 
belief to his children! 

The careless, vain or irreverent use of 
God’s name is forbidden (v. 7). How 
common that practice is today, even 
among Christian people. If we do not 
actually use His name, we use some slang 
expression which stands for His name. 

This is a serious matter. We ought not 
thus to dishonor God’s name—indeed He 
says He will not hold us guiltless. 

Now we turn to two passages from the 
Gospel of Matthew to see how Jesus 
practiced these commandments. 


II. The Example of Christ (Matt. 
4:10; 6:9). 

To the temptation of Satan, offering 
rich reward for an act of worship to 
himself, Jesus gave prompt and effective 
reply by quoting Deuteronomy 6:13. Thus 
He‘gave His approval to the command 
that all our worship and service is to 
be given to God. 

There was no hesitation and no quali- 
fication on His part. May there be none 
on ours! 

This spirit shows itself in the reverent 
devotion of the prayer (6:9) which Jesus 
taught His disciples. The name of God 
is to be hallowed—that is, to be regarded 
as holy. No one set a higher example 
of that than our Lord. Himself God, He 
was obedient to the Father, even unto 
death, always doing those things which 
pleased Him and honored His name 
(John 8:29; Phil. 2:8). 


III. The Manner of True Worship 
(John 4:23, 24). 

God is to be worshiped in spirit and in 
truth, not in dead formalism or by empty 
ritual. There must be reality in such de- 
votion. 

One would suppose that a truth so 
obvious and vital would long since have 
completely saturated the life of the 
church as well as of the individual be- 
liever. “God is a Spirit. and they that

worship him must worship him in spirit 
and in truth.” 

Even today, countless men and women 
still believe that worship has something 
to do with place (vv. 20, 21) or race 
(v. 22) or some other external device or 
formula. What a pity, when the gracious 
and delightful way to worship is through 
personal spiritual communion between 
God and man. 

Deadening formalism is not our only 
enemy. There is the powerless preach- 
ment of modernism—and in all honesty 
must we not admit that even some so- 
called fundamentalism has in many re- 
spects lost the true spirit of the faith 
for which it rightly contends. 

We who cherish the truth of God’s 
Word will shun modern liberalism. We 
will probably not be tempted to obscure 
the worship of God by formalism. But 
we may be in danger of a dead ortho- 
doxy, which will fail to worship God in 
spirit and in truth and not live out that 
spirit in loving service to our brethren. 

We see then that the commandment of 
God regarding reverence is not just a 
law on a faded page in an ancient manu- 
script. It is a living, vital reality, oper- 
ative today in your life and mine. 
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JESUS AND THE SABBATH 
Exodus 20:8-11; Isaiah 58:13, 14; 
Mark 2:23-3:6 
Golden Text: And he said unto 
them, The Sabbath was made for 
man, and not man for the sabbath. 
—Mark 2:27. 


HE Sabbath was essentially a day 

of rest and worship; hence the prin- 
ciples which surrounded it and directed 
its life may be applied to our day of 
rest, which is the first day of the week 
—the Lord’s Day. 

That word “rest” sounds a little 
strange in this busy world of ours, and 
yet it is an important one. It means 
quiet for the struggling one, calm for 
the troubled, repose for the weary, tran- 
quillity for the disturbed, cessation of 
labor for the wornout one. 

God in His infinite wisdom saw that 
without rest man would soon -destroy 
himself, and He made provision for one 
day in seven when labor should cease 
and man should be free for that recre- 
ation of soul and body which should fit 
him for the labor of the week. 

Men have coveted the time God gave 
for rest, and have used it for themselves, 
and the ragged nerves and broken bodies, 
to say nothing of the impoverished spirits 
of our day, testify that it can be done 
only at our peril. 

Our lesson answers two important 
questions about our rest day, namely, 
Why? and How? 
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l. Why We Keep a Day of Rest 
(Exod. 20:8-11; Isa. 58:13, 14). 

The chief reason is that God com- 
mands it. One day out of seven is for 
our re-creation by rest and worship. 
That should be sufficient to cause His 
people to “remember” the day “to keep 
it holy.” 

Doubtless it is true that essential war 
work and related activities must be 
carried on, even on Sunday. God did not 
forbid works of necessity. But even 
though there is this need, who will deny 
that many use Sunday for work that is 
not essential—and countless others de- 
vote it to godless pleasure. 

Many men or women who have had 
built into their own characters the stal- 
wart virtues nurtured by family attend- 
ance at the house of God, have not only 
forgotten their own need and responsi- 
bility, but are destroying every vestige 
of interest in divine worship in the 
hearts of their children. It is serious 
business to go astray oneself, but in- 
finitely more serious to mislead one’s 
own children. 

Notice that the day of rest was to be 
not only for the family, but also for 
servants and for visitors. The employer 
who unnecessarily operates his factory 
or Office on Sunday violates this com- 
mandment. Note also that the man who 
is to rest on the seventh day is supposed 
to work on the six days. Some folk 
neglect to do both. 

The precept of Exodus 20 is enforced 
by the promise of Isaiah 58. The man 
who delights in keeping God’s command- 
ment regarding the day of rest, will find 
that God delights in and honors him. 
Both men and nations have found this 
to be true. 


II. How We Keep a Day of Rest 
(Mark 2:23-3:6). 

The formalists of Christ’s day, the 
Pharisees, had overlooked the heart of 
God’s law and the holy living which it 
was intended to produce, and had bound 
up even the observance of the Sabbath 
(which was intended to be a day of rest 
and gladness) in such a mass of tech- 
nical “thou shalt nots” that it was a 
day of fear. They had a false outward 
profession of worship and had entirely 
missed the true spirituality of God’s law, 
a fact which drew upon their heads the 
anger and rebuke of our Lord. 

““A man’s soul is in a bad state when he 
begins to regard man-made rites and 
ceremonies as things of superior import- 
ance, and exalts them above the preach- 
ing of the gospel. It is a symptom of 
spiritual disease. There is mischief with- 
in. It is too often the recourse of an un- 
easy conscience. . No wonder Paul 
said to the Galatians, ‘Ye observe days, 
and months, and times, and years. I am 
afraid of you, lest I have bestowed on 
you labor in vain’” (Ryle). 

The two incidents in this portion of 
our lesson reveal that under the cloak 
of earnestly observing the law of the 
Sabbath, the Pharisees were actually 
covering their own hypocrisy and their 
hatred for Christ. 

The accusation against the disciples 
because they had taken and eaten grain 
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stolen, for the law (Deut. 23:25) guar- 
anteed that right to the one who passed 
through his neighbor’s field. The Phari- 
sees contended, however, that the dis- 
ciples had worked on the Sabbath in 
picking and hulling the grain. : 

The healing of the man with the 
withered arm revealed that back of their 
professed concern for the Sabbath was 
a real hatred for Christ. It is an appall- 
ing thing that in the house of worship 
on the very Sabbath day these men, 
outwardly so religious, were plotting 
against our Lord. 

“They watched him,” and even so the 
enemies of the Cross watch us who are 
His followers. They are not concerned 
that the man with the withered arm, or 
with the withered soul, may be helped, 
but only that they may find something to 
condemn. 

Jesus cuts across human hypocrisy and 
hatred to declare that the true keeping 
of the Sabbath is to do the work of God. 
No work of necessity (like plucking the 
grain) or of mercy (like healing the 
withered arm) is ever out of place on 
the day of rest. 

How shall we know what we may do 
on the Lord’s Day? Two guiding prin- 
ciples appear in our lesson. (1) Know 
and follow God’s Word. Note the use 
that Jesus made of it in verses 25 and 
26. No man will misuse the Sabbath or 
the Lord’s Day who understands God’s 
Word and obeys it. (2) Live in accord- 
ance with the spirit of the Lord Jesus. 
When tradition stood in the way of the 
best interests of man, He broke with tra- 
dition. If He could do good on the Sab- 
bath, He did it. He declares that the 
Sabbath is under His control, and He 
says that it was made for man’s good. 

A word of caution is needed, for some 
have sought to interpret this scripture 
as providing biblical ground for doing 
all sorts of things on their day of rest. 
That day is for man’s good, not for his 
destruction. His greatest good is served 
by rest, worship, spiritual development, 
Christian fellowship, and the doings of 
deeds of necessity and mercy. 

The desecration of the Lord’s Day in 
our time is a serious matter. Let us not 
contribute to its deterioration. America 
needs Sunday as a day of rest and 
worship. 
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HONORING OUR PARENTS 
Exodus 20:12; Luke 2:48-51; Mark 7: 
6-13; John 19:25-27 
Golden Text: Children obey your 
parents in the Lord: for this is 
right.—Ephesians 6:1. 


IGHT relations between children 

and parents have much to do with 

the peace and prosperity of a community 

and a nation. Experience has demon- 

strated that to be true, but even more 

basic is the fact that it is in accord with 
the promise of God. 

One of the sad breakdowns in modern 
life is that of proper honor and obedi- 
ence to parents by children. -In all too 
many homes God’s order has been re- 
versed and instead of honoring and obey- 
ing their parents, children (both young 
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and old) have taken the place of “boss,” 
and mother and father must obey if 
they want peace and rest. 

The need for our lesson of today is 
both great and acute. The future hap- 
piness of hundreds of thousands of chil- 
dren and the present welfare of thou- 
sands of neglected and _ boss-ridden 
parents will depend on the intelligence 
and faithfulness with which this lesson 
is taught in our churches, and the hon- 
esty -of heart with which we all receive 
its truth. 


I. The Command and Promise 
(Exod. 20:12). 

We are told by Paul that this is the 
“first commandment with promise” (Eph. 
6:1-3). The Lord was not making a bar- 
gain with man, or seeking to draw out 
obedience by a prize, but there is ob- 
viously a great reward in the observing 
of this commandment. 

Then, too, as the children of God (if 
we are such) through Jesus Christ the 
first and most important consideration 
to come before us is, What is the mind 
and will of the Maker of us all regarding 
this matter of the relation between par- 
ents and children? His words are plain— 
we are to “honor” our fathers and our 
mothers. 

The word “honor” carries with it a 
great many things, but perhaps the three 
outstanding elements are respect, obedi- 
ence, and affection. We should look up 
to them with high regard, obey them as 
long as they have authority over us, 
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and always show true affection for them. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ, who is the 
Saviour and then the Example of be- 
lievers, presents a beautiful pattern of 
true obedience to this commandment. 


II. Willing Obedience (Luke 2:48- 
51; John 19:25-27). 

The fact that Jesus was God manifest 
in the flesh only enhanced His conduct. 
He who is divine presents an example of 
obedience and consideration both as boy 
and man which we do well to emulate. 

1. As a Boy (Luke 2:48-51). 

The boy Jesus, increasing “in wisdom 
and stature, and in favor with God and 
man” |(v. 52), had come to His twelfth 
year and with His parents had gone up 
to Jerusalem to celebrate the Passover. 

There moved in His heart the convic- 
tion that He must now be about His 
Father’s business—an altogether proper 
and commendable purpose, but one 
which resulted for the moment in sepa- 
ration from His parents. This was far 
more serious than a physical separa- 
tion, for we read that they did not 
understand him (v. 50). 

Tragic indeed are the consequences of 
our failure to understand our children. 
Notice, however, that Jesus did not with- 
draw Himself from their watch care, 
nor refuse to obey them even though 
they failed to understand Him. Equally 
tragic are the results of hasty and bitter 
separations brought about by the dis- 
obedience of children. 

2. As a Man (John 19:25-27). 

The value of our lesson will be greatly 
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reduced if we see only the responsibility 
of children while they are young. We 
are the children of our parents as long 
as we and they live. Being grown up 
and having a family of one’s own does 
not relieve one of the precious responsi- 
bility of care for one’s parents. 

Jesus was dying on the cross, His 
brethren apparently still regarded Him 
in unbelief, and His mother now needed 
a son to care for her. Even in His dy- 
ing agony Jesus remembered to commit 
Her to the care of His beloved disciple, 
John. 

One marvels at the carelessness and 
hardness of heart that will permit men 
and women who have time and money 
for everything else, to neglect their aged 
parents and even shunt them off into a 
public institution for care. 

If the promise that accompanies the 
command is the reward of those who do 
right, what do you think will be the 
punishment of those who disobey God? 


III. Hypocritical Disobedience 
(Mark 7:6-13). 

Such an important commandment 
naturally held a high place in the think- 
ing of the community. To violate it in- 
volved a measure of shame which men 
sought to avoid. So the Jews of Christ’s 
day devised a scheme which made it pos- 
sible for a man to appear to be very re- 
ligious even as he, deprived his parents 
of the honor and help to which they 
were entitled by the law of God. 

The man who was so avaricious that he 
did not wish to support his aged and 
needy parents could entirely evade that 
God-given responsibility by declaring 
that his property was “Corban,” that is 
dedicated by a vow to God. Thereafter 
no matter how great was the need of his 
parents they could receive nothing. 

Thus do men make “the word of God 
of none effect” (v. 13) through their 
traditions. The method differs but the 
spirit persists even in our day. 

With family life in such confusion, as 
we find today, this lesson affords an op- 
portunity to help children and parents 
to get back to fundamental truth which 
will bring blessing to them, to their 
homes and to our country.

offered through high pressure advertis- 
ing and in highly distilled and‘ potent 
form. 

How any intelligent person seeing the 
ruin wrought by booze—and we include 
beer and wine—can for a moment con- 
sider (let alone argue for) any position 
but total abstinence, is beyond our un- 
derstanding. 

What we are most interested in is 
what the Bible teaches about the matter. 
We note that— 


Abstinence is Necessary 

I. For Spiritual Obedience (Lev. 
10:1-2, 8-11). 

In the religious life of a nation one 
expects the leaders to set the example 
for the people to follow. Two things we 
may rightly demand of those who serve 
the nation in its religious life: (1) a 
vision of God and obedience to that 
vision in life and service, and (2) the 
exercise of sound, God-guided judgment 
in the affairs of the people. 

But note what happens when the 
prophet and the priest turn to wine and 
strong drink. They err in vision (Isa. 
28:7). That is, they have no clear con- 
cepts of divine truth, and lead the people 
into error. Further, we see that “they 
stumble in judgment.” 

To every true servant of God comes 
repeatedly the opportunity and the need 
of rendering judgment, that is, of advis- 
ing and counseling those to whom he 
ministers. If his mind is befuddled by 
the use of alcohol (or, for that matter, 
by any other kind of worldly indulgence) 
he will “stumble,” and cause his people 
to stumble. ' 

A sad incident is related in Leviticus 
10:1, 2 of the sons of Aaron, appointed 
to the priesthood and instructed in its 
privileges and duties, but coming with 
strange fire to be offered before the 
Lord. Swift and terrible was the judg- 
ment they received. 

We are not told directly that they were 
intoxicated, but it is implied in the fact 
that there is an immediate injunction 
against the use of wine by the priests 
(Lev. 10:8-11). 

Ged’s servants are to teach the peo- 
ple (v. 11) to walk in the right way, 
and that instruction is to be by example 
as well as precept. 


= For National Order (Prov. 31: 
4, 5). 

It is a notorious fact that the liquor 
interests strongly influence the political 
life of a nation. (See The Wrecking of 
the 18th Amendment, by Ernest Gor- 
don.) 

While political leaders may make 
sanctimonious protestation that govern- 
ment agencies are not influenced by the 
liquor interests, it is common knowledge 
even to those who are slightly informed 
that the two are closely associated. 

The result of that unholy alliance is 
rightly described in Proberbs 31:5— 
“They . . . forget the law, and pervert 
the judgment of any of the afflicted.” 
Much of the sad disorder in the body 
politic is traceable directly to the door 
of the makers and sellers of alcoholic 
beverages. 

It is a depressing and disturbing thing 
when the leaders of a nation are known 
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to lean on alcoholic stimulants—the 
broken reed on which man can only be 
pierced. The destructive influence’ of 
their example can be imagined. 


III. For Personal Usefulness (Luke 
11:13-16). 

John was to be born into a life of 
such blessed usefulness to God and man 
that he was to be a “joy and gladness” 
to his parents, “great in the sight of 
the Lord,” and instrumental in turning 
“many of the children of Israel ... to 
the Lord.” 

Such a life is worthy of emulation 
on the part of every young man and 
woman. What is the secret of it? Un- 
doubtedly, fine Christian parentage had 
much to do with it. We note that God 
began preparing this great character 
a generation before he was born. 

Other elements also entered in, such 
as rearing and training, but of great im- 
portance was the fact (v. 15) that he 
was not to be driven by the false stimu- 
lants of this world, but by the infilling 
of the Holy Spirit of God. No “wine nor 
strong drink,” but being “filled with the 
Holy Ghost”—there, young people, is 
the secret of a happy and useful life. 

Note that John was to be “great in the 
sight of the Lord” (v. 15)—nothing finer 
or more distinctive could be said about a 
man. That greatness simply could not 
exist along with indulgence in “wine nor 
strong drink.” Being filled with the 
Spirit precludes the use of intoxicants. 

Let us bear that in mind when we are 
tempted to be led astray by the smooth 
arguments of those who talk “temper- 
ance,” as a ground for indulgence. Our 
boys and girls—yes, our men and women 
—need a constant warning against the 
evils of alcoholic liquor. (See Alcohol, a 
Deceiver, Depraver and Destroyer, pub- 
lished by Moody Press, Chicago.)

THE SACREDNESS OF HUMAN LIFE 
Exodus 20:13; Matthew 5:21-26, 38-45 
Golden Text: Whosoever hateth 
his brother is a murderer—I John 
3:15. 


UMAN life is sacred—and there is a 
very important reason why that is 
true. It is not because of any law of man, 
but finds its foundation in the fact that 
God created man in His own likeness 
and image. Because that is true, no man 
has any right to take the life of another 
for any cause except at the direct com- 
mand of God. Only by the orderly process 
of law for the protection of society and 
in accordance with the Word of God may 
there be any such action by man toward 
man. 

Both of these truths are declared in 
Scripture in God’s covenant with Noah 
(Gen. 9:5, 6), which was made possible a 
thousand years before the Ten Com- 
mandments were given to Moses. 

One cannot deny that human life is 
held rather cheaply in many places to- 
day. War helps to create that attitude on 
the part of nations which makes them 
count boys and girls, yes, mere babies, as 
“war material.” 

But not only in war is life carelessly 
destroyed. We decry the “slaughter of

innocents” on the highway, unnecessary 
death in industry, yes even in the home. 


I. The Prohibition of Murder 
(Exod, 20:13). 

The word “kill” in this commandment 
is one which means a violent and un- 
authorized taking of life, and is therefore 
more properly translated “murder.” 

Not all killing is murder. A man may 
kill another entirely accidentally, or he 
may be the duly constituted legal officer 
carrying out the law of the land in tak- 
ing the life of one who has forfeited his 
right to live because he has slain another. 

There is also the right of self-defense, 
be it individual or collective as in war. 
But these are the only exceptions; let us 
not attempt to justify any other. 

Murder is more prevalent than most of 
us suppose. Some years ago we were told 
that there was a murder every forty 
minutes in our land. With the general 
increase of crime, and of drunkenness 
(which so often incites murder), the cur- 
rent figures would probably show an in- 
crease. 

What is even worse is that potential 
murderers (those of whom Jesus speaks 
in our next passage) are everywhere. No 
less a person than the head of the United 
States Secret Service has estimated that 
there are 200,000 persons at large in our 
country who “have murder in their 
hearts and who will take human life be- 
fore they die.” 

Do not forget the deaths, the destruc- 
tion of life, by avoidable automobile ac- 
cidents. Some of these were really mur- 
der because the one responsible drove 
with defective brakes, dangerous tires, or 
while he was intoxicated. Add to these 
the deaths in industry caused by failure 
to provide proper safeguards or healthy 
working conditions, and by the exploita- 
tion of child labor, and we say that we 
should cry aloud, “Thou shalt do no 
murder.” 

II. The Provocation to Murder 
(Matt. 5:21, 22). 

Murder finds its provoking cause in 
the heart of man. Our Lord was con- 
cerned about correcting the ° desires 
rather than to apprehend the offender 
after the act has been committed. It is 
the better way, and the more effective 
one. 

In this matter of murder, Jesus cut 
right through the outward aspects of the 
matter and pointed out that an angry 
hatred in the heart is the root of all 
murder. If we hate, we have murder in 
our hearts. Circumstances may hinder 
its fulfillment, but the danger is always 
there until we remove the cause. 

Just being angry—calling our brother 
“raca” (the modern equivalent of which 
is “nobody there”), and calling him 
“thou fool,” which classifies him as 
“morally worthless”—these are the three 
dreadful downward steps to murder. And 
they begin in anger. 

May God help those of us who have 
strong feelings that we may not yield 
them to the devil in such anger against 
our brother! 


III. The Prevention of Murder 
(Matt. 5:23-26, 38-45). 
Prevention with God means more than

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putting up a barrier to keep us from kill- 
ing. He deals with the heart, and thus 
puts the whole life right. It is not even 
a question of how we may feel against 
our brother. If he has aught against us 
we are to do all we can to win him. He 
may be unreasonable, grasping, and un- 
fair. However, the spirit that will win 
him is not that of retaliation or sullen 
submission to the inevitable, but rather 
a free and willing going even beyond 
what is required. 

The full interpretation of this passage 
is not possible in the limited space at our 
command. We should note, however, 
that while the Sermon on the Mount, 
from which this part of our lesson is 
taken, “describes the character of the 
citizens of the earthly kingdom which 
the Messiah came to set up” and “as- 
sumes a class of people already saved, 
regenerated, and in fellowship with their 
King” (James M. Gray), it does provide 
fundamental principles for the guidance 
of the Christian. ; 

It is clear from other scriptures that 
our Lord does not mean that wicked and 
unscrupulous men are to be permitted to 
defraud and destroy God’s people. At 
the same time, we must be careful not to 
explain away the heart of our Lord’s in- 
terpretation of this great commandment. 

Let us seek His grace that we may, 
like Him, silence by our loving deeds and 
words even the bitter gainsayers of the 
gospel. 

We who believe in Christ are to be in 
deed as well as word the sons of our 
heavenly Father (v. 45), loving not only 
those who are kind to us, but even our 
enemies. 

This is a very appropriate word in a 
time when men are urging us to use hate 
as a motive in our struggle against evil 
and deluded men. We must defend our- 
selves and our Christian faith. We may 
have to take many lives to do it—but in 
the midst of it all we may love our ene- 
mies, pray for them, and seek that glori- 
ous day when the earth shall see a right- 
eous peace.

The God of the Bible and Other 
**Gods,”’ by Paul E. Kretzmann. 


This very excellent volume may be con- 
sidered both a textbook on comparative 
religions and a strong apologetic for the 
Christian faith. As indicated by the title, 
the whole study is pursued from the Chris- 
tian viewpoint. 

Most present-day textbooks on compara- 
tive religions, such as are commonly used 
in universities and seminaries, are thor- 
oughly liberal—modernistic; so it is re- 
freshing to find a new volume that is sound 
and safe. The average comparative reli- 
gious textbook is usually quite straight 
and scientific in discussing the non-Chris- 
tian systems, but hopelessly weak and 
colorless when it comes to a consideration 
of so-called Judaism and Christianity. They 
usually emasculate the Bible of all claims 
to direct revelation, special inspiration and 
divine authority; and the Son of God is set 
forth only as an outstanding teacher whose 
social and religious conceptions mark Him 
as the greatest character evolution has yet 
produced. 

So it is quite timely to have such a book 
as Dr. Kretzmann offers, which is thor- 
oughly scholarly and readable. An exten- 
sive bibliography is provided.

The brave and stirring story of a mis- 
sionary doctor who gave himself without 
reserve to the care of the sick and suf- 
fering, first under the American Baptist 
Mission, then with the Chinese Army, and 
finally as an officer in the Medical Corps 
of the U.S. Army.

HIGHLIGHTS FROM YOUTH 
RALLY ROUND-UP 

ING it!” And the hundreds of young 

people at the Institute’s eighth an- 
nual Labor Day Week-end Youth Rally 
did sing. Again and again they swelled 
Wendell P. Loveless’ new, rally-favorite 
chorus, “Peace in My Heart,” to anthem 
heights, and on the second night they 
made “Wonderful Grace of Jesus” roll 
like a tidal wave across Torrey-Gray 
Auditorium. 

The aggregate audience of 12,000 youth 
who attended the four-day “Round-up” 
blended their voices under the enthusi- 
asm of song leader Bob Parsons, assistant 
director of WMBI. Ably supporting were 
organist Doug Fisher and pianist Don 
Hustad, both of the radio staff. 

Singing, however, was only a part of 
the rally. A major role was contributed 
by nine speakers, every one with a vital 
message for youth. At each of the 
twelve sessions, which had an average 
attendance (excluding the Moon per- 
formance) of well over a thousand at 
both day and evening meetings, they left 
stirred, refreshed, and inspired audiences. 
Dr. Will H. Houghton, Institute presi- 
dent, who conducted two brief morning 
inspirational services, pervaded most of 
the sessions with his genial personality. 

Dr. Paul Bauman, of Los Angeles, 
opened the rally Friday evening with a 
message of fact—an illustrated lecture 
on Abraham and Ur of the Chaldees. 

The unusual theme, “The Joy of Being 
in Debt,” was used by Dr. G. Allen 
Fleece, Institute faculty member, as the 
youth gathered Saturday morning. Dr. 
Fleece pointed out that Christians are 
debtors in three aspects of the Christian 
life, and the apostle Paul illustrates each. 

The second morning speaker, Rev. Lu- 
ther Holcomb, Washington, D.C., turned 
prophet for the morning as he described 
some of the new automobiles, foods, and 
other innovations planned for the future. 
He noted that youth faced a great to- 
morrow materialistically, but “Youth 
Facing Tomorrow” should prepare to face 
a spiritual challenge as well. 

In the typical, from-the-heart manner 
that has made him a favorite in Institute 
classes, Dr. Warren Filkin spoke at the 
11:15 service on “The Young Man Who 
Failed . . . but Came Back.” He told 
the story of John Mark: being chosen by 
Paul as a missionary, giving. up, and 
finally redeeming himself. 

At a service that left an indelible im- 
pression, Colonel George S. Clarke, of the 
U.S. Army, held his audience tense with 
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the story of Bataan. Building his thrill- 
ing testimony around Psalm 116, the 
“Bataan Psalm,” the veteran of four 
wars told of suffering beyond description, 
hunger, disease, death, and heroism. With 
the direct simplicity of an army officer 
who has had thirty-one years of con- 
tinuous service for his country, Colonel 
Clarke gave a story few will forget, a 
story grim with the reality of the “Green 
Hell of Bataan,” but glorious with the 
reality of help in God. 

WMBI director Wendell P. Loveless 
addressed the Sunday afternoon service, 
describing steps in the Christian growth. 
His comparison of natural growth to spir- 
itual growth was both striking and prac- 
tical. The second afternoon speaker was 
Mr. Holcomb, this time speaking on 
“Christ Jesus the Rock.” 

Dr. Bauman concluded the Sunday 
meetings with another of his illustrated 
lectures. In this service he demonstrated 
clearly the veracity, and authenticity of 
Moses and his writings. Included in the 
pictures were the probable Pharaoh of 
the Exodus, the Pharaoh’s daughter who 
adopted Moses, and other biblical per- 
sonalities. 

The closing day of the rally began with 
cheerful Mike Guido giving a message 
from the First Psalm. Part of the Shan- 
non-Guido evangelistic team, Guido 
spoke in his usual down-to-earth, sincere 
way, emphasizing the need for more than 
averageness in Christian living. “Don’t 
be just a Christian—be the Christian; 
not just an ordinary Christian—an ex- 
traordinary Christian,” he pointed out. 

For his third message of the rally, 
Luther Holcomb spoke of the rich young 
ruler. He was followed in the last morn- 
ing session by Dr. Bauman, who gave his 
final message on the question asked by 
the apostle Paul, “Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?” 

Amid talking flashlights’ and kaleido- 
scopic crystal growths, Irwin A. Moon 
brought the Youth Rally proper to a 
climactic close Monday evening. For this 
“Sermons from Science” presentation, the 
meeting moved to Moody Memorial 
Church, where an audience of 4,500 
crowded into every available point of 
visibility to watch the demonstrations. 
And here, “Christ the Light of the 
World” became a truth illustrated and 
demonstrated by science that could not 
be denied. “For,” explained Mr. Moon, 
“T have yet to find an aspect of light 
that does not apply to Christ ...in 
power, beauty, and mystery.”

before. We know that many are writing 
their loved ones that as a result of read- 
ing their Bibles they are changed men. 

One of the leading Gideons of the 
country told me the following revealing 
story. He had just visited one of the 
great training camps of America, and 
had learned from the local authorities 
that the pastors of the surrounding 
churches, who had been doing their best 
to entertain the boys, finally met with 
them. And they said, “Men, we have done 
our best to entertain you and, frankly, 
we have run out of ideas. Now we want 
you to tell us what you would like best 
of all for the next entertainment.” The 
men replied without hesitation, “You 
are preachers. Give us the gospel. We 
are entertained to death.” 

The church at the moment is missing 
her chance. That is why so many are half 
empty. The exceptions to the above 
statements are the churches where the 
minister is preaching a straightforward 
gospel. His church is crammed to the 
doors, wherever it may be situated. I 
know of many in America which I could 
name. This proves without a doubt that 
the people are hungry for reality in 
religion, just as they are having to face 
it in their cwn lives if the war has 
touched them at all. 

Both individual and mass evangelism 
are the methods for the Church of God 
now especially. There are people we meet 
with every day with broken lives, a 
guilty conscience; and we talk to them. 
we church members professing to know 
Jesus who is the Sin-bearer and the only 
Saviour. Do we say anything about Jesus? 
Or do we let them go away with hungry 
hearts? The same happens with the 
multitude in church—such multitude as 
we get—we go through a stereotyped 
program. When the people need bread, 
they get stones. If we believe the New 
Testament and believe it experimentally, 
then we know also that the only method 
which is going to save the world and 
give a definite spiritual experience and 
build up a strong spiritual character is 
the evangel which Jesus came and died 
and rose again to make possible. 


t THE PEACE that is prayed 
for in every Christian pulpit in both 
England and America came tonight. 
would the church members really be 
ready to receive the boys in the new 
mood that they will come home in? 

What kind of a message will the 
churches give them? A social gospel? 
Pretty little essays? An attempt to get 
through a religious bulletin respectably? 
Or the saving gospel? 

Preaching the Cross is evangelism. 
Whenever scholarly Paul wanted to drive 
a nail through an intellectual board he 
used a gimlet to make the hole. The 
handle of the gimlet was the Cross, and 
thus you hear him say, “My brother, for 
whom Christ died.” Thomas Kelly, about 
a hundred years ago, wrote these words 
about the Cross: 


“The balm of life, the cure of woe, 
The measure and the pledge of love, 
The sinner’s refuge here below, 
The angels’ theme in heaven above.”

BEHIND THE SCENES 
With the Technicians and 
Operators at WMBI and W75C

All the work in radio is by no 
means before the microphone. A 
great deal goes on behind the 
scenes. Such is the work of the 
technical staff which has no 
audible voice over the air except 
through the instruments which the 
members operate and control. 

A. P. Frye, who has been with 
the Institute’s Radio Department 
since May 9, 1927, is chief engi- 
neer. Under his direct supervision 
there are nine technicians. and 
operators, three at the transmitter 
stations, and six control room 
operators. The transmitter techni- 
cians are Thomas Gilmer, Earl 
Kesselhuth, and Ray Embree. 


Working under Mr. Frye as control 
room supervisor is John Rogers. How 
he came to the Institute is an interesting 
story. All his life he had been interested 
in radio. He had his own amateur station 
and a partnership interest in a radio 
shop. He sold both of these, intending 
to enroll as a student at the Institute. 
That was November, 1942, and only a few 
days before Dr. Houghton announced 
over the air the Institute’s need for radio 
technicians. Mr. and Mrs. Rogers, both 
attentive listeners to WMBI for a num- 
ber of years, heard the announcement at 
their home in Decatur, Illinois. The de- 
cision, however, to become an employee 
instead of a student was not made by 
Mr. Rogers until after he reached the 
Institute to enroll for the January term. 

Assisting Mr. Rogers in the control 
room technique are Lloyd LeBaron, John 
Boldt, Lacy Hall, Mrs. Elmer Hartwell, 
and Norma Martin. Mrs. Hartwell and 
Miss Martin are two of the few women 
in the country who have been employed 
by radio as control room operators. Be- 
fore their present connection, both were 
telephone switchboard operators. 

These technicians have a busy time, 
for more goes into the actual production 
of a radio program than the listening 
public generally realizes. Take for ex- 
ample, The Gospel in Music program. 


First of all, the musical numbers are 


selected and approved. Then the program 
is placed in the hands of a continuity 
writer who prepares the script. But be- 





fore the script is completed the director 
of the program has begun rehearsal. The 
final rehearsal is called the production 
rehearsal and takes place immediately 
before the program goes on the air. Dur- 
ing rehearsal periods the producer, the 
director of the program, and the tech- 
nicians work together for balance ot 
voices and instruments, also for mike 
distance and volume level. Frequent use 
is made of the “talk-back” amplifier as 
instructions from the control room are 
given to the program director and per- 
sonnel group in the studios. Hand signs 
are also used. Just before the scheduled 
time for production, there is a brief 
pause for prayer. Then “Stand-by” for 
thirty seconds, and five seconds after 
the “V for Victory” signal the program 
is on the air. The producer then has 
full charge while the control room oper- 
ator is kept busy “riding the gain,” which 
means adjusting the volume to the cor- 
rect level for the transmitters. Two tele- 
phone lines carry the program to the two 
transmitter stations, WMBI and W75C, 
from where it goes out over the air, to 
be picked up by all whose radio dials 
are set at 1110 kilocycles and 47.5 mega- 
cycles. ©
